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RETROSPECT AND PROSPECT 
1906-1907-1908. 


In the last issue of the Reporter for 
the year 1906 we were gratified in be- 
ing able to refer to “A Prosperous Old 
Year,” and statistics since compiled 
fully justified the retrospective view 
taken at the time. We said:—The dan- 
ger in the sitnation, which has been 
touched upon rather pointedly by Sec- 
retary Shaw in a recent speech, is that 
too great a measure of prosperity 
brings with it the inevitable and cor- 
respondingly great reaction because it 
is always a great incentive to over in- 
vestment. Speculation during 1906 has 
run rampant and the fear expressed by 
Mr. Shaw was that with insufficient 
eash to tide over a crash must follow 
the first panic.” We might have 
quoted similar views expressed by John 
D. Rockefeller and other prominent 
merchants whose prophesies have since 
been fulfilled in part. 

There was reason towards the close 
of 1906 for the prudent business man 
to slack up, but the pace then set was 
a rapid one, too swift to be easily or 
suddenly checked, and “rampant spec- 
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ulation” was carried over the entry of 
the present year. People during 1906 
had grown accustomed to big transac- 
tions and to the broadest kind of trad- 
ing. Business chances, which in other 
years would have been considered dan- 
gerous risks, were taken with avidity 
and viewed merely as part of ordinary 
routine trade. Contracts involving the 
heaviest of engagements and gravest 
responsibilities and covering periods so 
far distant as to make the final out- 
come but a mere matter of chance were 
entered upon with a recklessness which 
was appalling, and which in a measure 
no doubt called forth the remarks of 
the then Secretary of the Treasury. 
Factories were running full blast and 
manufacturerg added to their plants as 
quickly as builders and machinists 
could turn out the work. Yet demand 
at times could not be met in many 
lines. Stocks began to pile up in ware- 
houses for the reason that the facili- 
ties of the railroads and other carrying 
companies were unequal to the task of 
transportation and we had what is com- 
monly called a car famine, The mer- 
chant would not advertise his goods, 
because he had as much trade as he 
could attend to and the only fear of 
the manufacturer was that he might 
be mulcted in damages for failing to 
make prompt deliveries. The confi- 
dence of the public was strong, and 
while shocked by the revelations of the 
insurance investigations, it did not fail. 
People scoffed at the few warnings of 
financiers and others, and so closed this 
year of remarkable prosperity. 


The present year, however, was not 
very old before the pace began to tell 
in certain directions. The large dis- 
tributers and consumers began to draw 
in their horns a little and sought to 
throw the burden of the stock-carrying 
upon the shoulders of the producers, 
and the Jatter in their turn began to 
curtail production. It was a wise pro- 
ceeding, and it would have been better 
for business conditions had the spirit 
of conservatism awakened several 
menths eaviier, 

Whatever may have been the latent 
signs of the times, there had been, up 
to this, ncthing to cast a great damper 
on public confidence, and so long as 
contidence held there was credit, and 
with credit there was business, Then, 
like a bolt from a clear sky, came a 
money panic. The light had been turned 
suddenly and ruthlessly upon financial 
institutions of New York and showed 
a state of affairs which fairly staggered 
the public. The Knickerbocker Trust 
Company closed its doors, and within 
an hour Wall Street was “‘topsy turvy,” 
and confidence received the roughest 
shaking it has had in this country for 
many a day. As probably more than 
80 per cent. of the business of the 
world is done upon an exchange of 
credit, the far-reaching effect of so 
serious a curtailment as was recently 
experienced may be well imagined. 
People raided the banks, carried their 
cash and securities to the vaults and a 
period of financial stringency was on. 
There was not enough currency to meet 
the business requirements of the coun- 
try. But, after all, the immediate dan- 
ger at the time was not so much the 
shortage of money, but the destruction 
of credit. When men refuse to trust 
each other business naturally comes to 
a standstill, and while, under the cir- 
cumstances, the damage recently done 
to American commerce has by no means 
been as far-reaching as might have 
been expected, it has been quite keenly 
felt. 

The immediate effect of the suddenly 
changed conditions has been the stop- 
page of speculative business and a sub- 
stantial curtailment of the contract 
system of doing business. The con- 
sumer who never heretofore had hesi- 
tated to contract for a year’s supply 
of goods declined to enter upon any 
engagements at all,.and, regardless of 
possibilities, took only such merchan- 
dise as he needed for immediate con- 
sumption. For want, of contracts, 
manufacturers and importers were left 
without a gauge for their purchases 
and plants and they slowed down con- 
siderably. There were bills to meet, 
however, and money must be had to 
pay them. Competition for the spot 
business offered became so keen that 


values have been seriously effected. 
This has been particularly noticeable 
in the drug and chemical trades. Spec- 
ulative buying had in a number of in- 
stances created a fictitious value for 
many drugs and the reaction when this 
support was suddenly removed, aided 
by “financial stringency’ and natural 
dullness consequent to the close of the 
year, has forced a general and stiff 
decline in the price of many staples, 
and has caused a feeling of uneasiness 
and a distrust in the near future on 
the part of many trading and manu- 
facturing houses. 

It is acknowledged freely that things 
might easily be much worse, that the 
country is naturally too rich and grow- 
ing too rapidly to cause any anxiety 
of a general business smash up, but 
it is also understood that we have 
overtraded and must exercise prudence 
and patience until the surplus produc- 
tion has been consumed. Judging 
from the rate at which products have 
disappeared from the market during 
recent years, this period of prudence 
and patience should not be an extended 
one and those who have trimmed their 
cloth beforehand, and have laid by 
the proverbial penny for a rainy day 
should not have much cause for regret, 
for when the old stocks now used to 
supply daily demand are cleaned up 
business will open with a clean slate, 
and upon a basis sounder than ever 
before. A canvass of those trades 
covered by the Reporter. reveals a 
state of feeling much as we have de- 
scribed. There is no disposition to be- 
little the present situation, which for 
many is a trying one, but neither is 
there heard any general cry of hard 
times. “We have been running a fast 
race,” they say, “let us go a little 
slower and when we have recovered 
our breath we can sprint again.” 

The substance of the situation as 
described by representative members 
of the oil, paint, drug, chemical aad al- 
lied trades is that the coming year will 
bring a satisfactory volume of business, 
No boom need be expected, but neither 
will the country suffer from depression. 
Some of them go so far as to predict 
even greater profits on a smaller vol- 
ume of business, and that in the end 
business will be on a much safer, saner 
and more lucrative basis. 
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A MEASURE OF RELIEF NEEDED 


Among the measures having the at- 
tention of Congress during the present 
session is one for the relief of the 
turpentine industry of the South, which 
strikes us as being particularly perti- 
nent. fn fact it is only to be wondered 
at that the old state. of affairs should 
for so many years have been allowed 
to continue without protest on behalf 
of the operators. 

Section 3244, Revised Statutes, pro- 
vides that every manufacturer of stills 
has to pay $50 as a special tax and an 
additional impost of $20 for each still 
made. Another section requires the 
purchaser of a still, or anyone having 
it in his possession or custody, to regis- 
ter it with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue in his district, under penalty 
of heavy punishment for neglect to do 
so. Both turpentine operators and 
manufacturing druggists use stills in 
the conduct of their respective busi- 
nesses and as the tax on stills was 
evidently meant to be levied on spirits 
or alcoholic beverages, it is manifestly 
unfair that other articles should be 
mulcted in like manner. And further- 
more, in “‘prohibitary” States, turpen- 
tine operators and manufacturing 
druggists, if the law be rigidly inter- 
preted, may be forced to retire from 
business or seek shelter in more bibu- 
lous sections of the Union. Such is the 
law and such it must continue to be 
unless the measure introduced by Rep- 
resentative Edwards, of Georgia, is 
passed by Congress. The bill provides 
that the special tax of $50 and $20 for 
each still shall not apply to stills made 
for and used by distillers of turpentine. 

The measure has come as the result 
of a wave of prohibition, which has 
struck the Southern States and gives 
evidence of extending in other direc- 
tions. Many of these laws are so dras- 
tic that they involve the infliction of 
heavy penalities upon any person hav- 
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ing a still in his possession even 
though the same still be for the ex- 
clusive use of distilling turpentine. The 
local authorities, we are informed, 
look upon the granting of a Federal 
license to manufacture stills and the 
registration of the same by the owner, 
as conclusive evidence that the law of 
districts hag been violated. 

Some years ago when the same ef- 
fect of prohibitory laws first was felt 
in the West, manufacturing druggists 
succeeded in securing a ruling from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue pro- 
viding that, where the still was made 
for the exclusive manufacture or pro- 
duction of medicinal preparations, the 
tax of $20 need not apply, provided the 
owner of the still had it duly registered 
with the local collector. This was all 
right so far, as being exempted by the 
Federal authorities from a distillers’ 
license, the manufacturing druggist 
was also absolved in the eyes of the 
State authorities. But the turpentine 
operator is not so fortunate in the 
South, as there, the possession of a 
Federal license to manufacture stills is 
sufficient evidence to bring the manu- 
fecturer under the provisions for an in- 
traction of the law. So that neither 
the turpentine operator nor the manu- 
facturing druggist is exempt from its 
consequences, Hence the necessity for 
a prompt and sensible amendment to 
the Federal law regarding the manu- 
facture of stills. But we think that in 
districts where technicalities might be 
so closely observed, it would be good 
policy to have local measures also in- 
troduced providing for the manufacture 
and use of stills for purposes other than 
the distillation of alcohol,

Merchandise imported by F. Behrend 
and W. Grandeman & Son, of New York, 
was invoiced as potato flour and as- 
sessed for duty at one and one-half cents 
per pound under paragraph 285, tariff act 
of 1897, as a starch. It was claimed by 
the importers to be dutiable at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under section 6, with alter- 
native claims under paragraphs 228, 232, 
233, 235, 648 and 617. Analyses of the sam- 
ples made in the Government laboratory 
in this city showed the commodity to be 
potato starch. The protests were there- 
fore overruled and the collector’s assess- 
ment affirmed. 


Catheters. 


Catheters composed of a silk or cotton 
core, to which is applied a varnish made 
of linseed oil and copal, spread upon the 
cores by frequent coatings and worked 
down to a smooth surface and flexible 
condition, were held to be properly duti- 
able according to the component material 
of chief value. This decision was handed 
down by General Appraiser De Vries in 
the matter of protests filed by A. Meyer- 
stein, et al., of New York, against the 
assessment of duty on an importation of 
catheters and bougies at the rate of 45 
per cent, ad valorem under paragraph 
322, tariff act of 1897, as manufactures in 
chief value of cotton. Protestants claimed 
that the coating is the element of chief 
value, and that duty should have been 
assessed at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under section 6, or at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 449 or para- 
graph 53. Application to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari was made 
eae the writ was denied December 16 
ast.

Judge Cann rendered a decision in 
the Superior Court last week at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., which has important 
bearing on seventeen suits of the same 
nature against the Mutual Fertilizer 
Company. He set aside the verdict 
and granted a new trial in the only 
one of the several cases already tried. 
Because the verdict given by the jury 
was for the full amount of the esti- 
mated shortage of the crop of berries 
as a result of the injurious influences, 
without the cost of planting, producing 
and marketing having been deducted, 
Judge Cann felt constrained to order 
the second trial of the case. The total 
amount involved in the various suits 
is about $6,900. 


Here are a few interesting figures 
concerning the olive oil production in 
Italy:—The approximate number of 
acres devoted to olives is 2,630,000. The 
oldest orchards have existed for cen- 
turies. Only a very small proportion 
of the average olive crop is pickled 
green or ripe, while it is estimated that 
1,250,000 tons are gathered for producing 
oil, of which the average annual total 
production in the last ten years was 
56,000,000 gallons. The average price 
for oil at the mill is 21 cents per quart 
for first quality, 18 cents for second, 
and 15 cents for third. The average 
cost of picking the fruit is $3 to $5 per 
ton. The growers hardly ever buy or 
sell olives, finding it more profitable 
to manufacture them into oil. The 
average value for the fruit for crushing 
might be stated at $45 per ton. Olives 
for pickling would command 25 per cent. 
more.

A report from Hot Springs, Ark., an- 
nounces the incorporation of the Potash 
Sulphur Realty Company, with a cap- 
ital stock of $100,000, for the purpose 
of acquiring and developing sulphur 
property near that city. Among the 
incorporators of the company is Silas 
Brosius of Brazil, Ind., who has se- 
cured a mineral lease on the property 
and is as present sinking a shaft. Oth- 
er incorporators are Messrs. W. G.

There was a substantial gain in the 
output of borax in 1906 notwithstanding 
the fact that the leaders of the industry 
expressed the opinion that the new 
pure food and drug law has to some 
extent lessened the demand for borax 
and boric acid for use as preservatives, 
according tc the annual report of the 
U. 8. Geological Survey. In other 
lines, and especially for the production 
of soap, bath powders, etc., consump- 
tion has materially increased. The en- 
tire output of borax in the United 
States continues to be derived from San 
Bernardina, Inyo and Ventura 
counties, in California, most of it from 
the first named county. The total out- 
put of crude borax for the year 1906 
was 58,173 short tons, valued at $1,182,- 
410, as against 46,334 short tons in 1905, 
valued at $1,019,154. The figures for 1906 
show an increase over 1905 of 11,389 
short tons in quantity and $163,256 in 
value. 


Considerable surprise was occasioned 
at Millville, N. J., when it was an- 
nounced that the large glass plants of 
the Whitall-Tatum Company, and of 
the T. C. Wheaton Company, would 
close for a week or ten days at least, 
leaving idle nearly 3,000 hands. Fires 
have been blocked and it is believed 
there will be no resumption before 
January 2. Unless market conditions 
improve, it is not likely that there will 
be a resumption even then. Both com- 
panies state that they have plenty of 
orders on hand, but that the establish- 
ments that are among the largest users 
of bottles in the country have _ been 
greatly affected by the recent money 
stringency. Not for fifteen years have 
the glass factories of South Jersey been 
obliged to discontinue operations at this 
time of the year. Woodbury factories 
have closed duwn for the holidays, and 
while they are expected to resume in 
full, there are rumors of another and a 
longer shut-down. The factories at 
Clayton are running full all through the 
holidays. Up to this time the glass 
business has been unusually brisk, The 
factories started the day before Labor 
Day, which is two or three weeks be- 
fore the usual time, with abundant or- 


ders. 
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Colonel Edward S., Fowler, the new 
collector of the port, was sworn in last 
Thursday at noon by United States 
Commissioner John A. Shields in the 
reception room attached to the col- 
lector’s office in the Custom House. 


Pratt & Lambert, Inc., has issued a 
circular under a gold dollar sign called 
“Profit.” It is a treatise to the point, 
on the value of a good finish on a well 
manufactured article, Incidentally 
Pratt & Lambert’s varnishes are men- 
tioned. 


Mechanics employed in the glass 
trade have brought suit against the 
Amalgamated Association of Window 
Glass Workers of America, to enjoin 
it from expelling them for accepting 
employment in factories where ma- 
chinery is used in their work. The men 
assert that this ruling practically de- 
prives them of an occupation, for in 
nearly all of the so-called trust shops 
machinery is used. The Common Pleas 
Court at Cleveland, where the suit was 
brought, has ruled that if the workers’ 
charges are true the association is an 
organization in restraint of trade, and 
contrary to law. 


Thirty officials and representatives of 
the sales department of the H. K. Mul- 
ford Company, manufacturing chem- 
ists of Philadelphia, recently gathered 
at an informal dinner at the Dr ug Club. 
H. H. Whyte was toastmaster, and H.

The Lemon Oil Test as Viewed by a 
Messina Exporter. 


Messina, Nov. 27, 1907. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 


I was in New York a short time since 
to investigate what was going on there as 
regards oil of lemon since the new pure 
food law had been in operation. The 
regulations say plainly enough that it 
must have an optical rotation at 2 deg. 
C. of + 60 deg. in 100 mm. tube and con- 
tain not less than 4 per cent. of citral. 

Taking the citral requirement first— 
most buyers of lemon oil will remember 
that offers of lemon oil guaranteed to con- 
tain 7 per cent. of citral used to be abun- 
dant, and they will wonder how so low a 
standard has been fixed as 4 per cent. 
Well, the truth about this is that oil of 
lemon never did contain 7 per cent. of 
citral and possibly not even 4 per cent, 
It is clear that the standard for citral 
must refer to a particular method of 
analysis, and on referring to the United 
States Pharmacopoeia you find Ladtler’s 
process described, Well, this process may 
work well enough in Philadelphia, but in 
London and Messina you more often than 
not = a result of only 3% per cent. of 
citra employing the best ‘Oils and using 
Rosolic acid as ndicator, That this U. 8S. 
P. test was also the one to be adopted by 
the Pure Food Law Commission there 
seemed little reason for doubt. 

Taking the rotation of + 60 deg. at 25 
deg. next, it is perfectly evident that this 
requirement has been copied from the 
U. P., and the authors of that book 
have made the astounding blunder of 
neglecting, while ordering the observation 
to be made at the temperature of 2 deg., 
to make any corresponding correction in 
the standard. A rotation of + 60 deg. at 
15 deg., which is the temperature usually 
employed by chemists, though an arbi- 
trary standard, is a possible one, but + 62 
deg. at 15 deg. 'C., which is the equivalent 
of + 6 deg. when measured at 2 de is 
one which shuts out 90 per cent. o ‘the 
pure lemon oils of Sicily. 

Of the 10 per cent. which pass this 
test all are naturally rather weak in 
citral, and to get a result of 4 per cent. 
by Ladtler’s test with them would be a 
hopeless task for any chemist. 

As an exporter of lemon oil I had to 
tell my correspondents that was un- 
able to supply genuine oil to meet pure 
food law requirements. Others, my 
neighbors, continued to ship. How did 
they manage it? I must go to New York 
and find out. 

Arrived there I found out several things. 
First and foremost, there were $90,000 





worth of oil of lemon held up in the 
custom house there. I completely forgot 
my own loss of business when I reflected 
on the sleepless nights my competitors 
must be neving. What a narrow escape 
I myself had had, for genuine oil does 
not come up to the regulations. But 
how was it that some oils (including a 
little lot of my own) were allowed to 
ass? I must find out, and I began by 
nquiring what the re ulations were. Why 
was not all the oil of lemon stopped and 
not a part only? 

In answer to this simple inquiry I got 
three different answers. One was that 
the Pharmacopoeia was the standard; No. 
2 that it was in Circular No. 19, and the 
third showed me a miserable little piece 
of paper headed corrections of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, May 1, 1907. In 
this wonderful production—published with- 
out authority or any signature—the rota- 
tion of lemon oil at 25 deg. C. is reduced 
to + 58 deg., and the indicator to be used 
in Ladtler’s test for citral is altered. 
Following up the matter further I found 
that the standard was being practically 
disregarded, but that any oil considered 
pure would be allowed to pass as an act 
of grace, My object in going to New 
York was principally so that I could con- 
duct my essential oil business there in 
safety for the future. A law which says 
that oil of lemon must be pure is one 
that public opinion will support, but two 
Standards, one of them based on error 
and the other on the little knowledge 
which is such a dangerous thing, must 
go, If, for instance, when you put your 
lemon oil with a rotation of + 60 deg. into 
the pudding you did not require to stir 
it so much as if you used one which only 
rotated +58 then the buyer might be 
prejudiced, but as a mater of fact, the 
more flavor the lemon oil has the lower 
the rotation; this, as a general rule, not 
without an occasional exception. 

As regards the contents of citral in 
lemon oil, it is by no means certain that 
it ever does contain 4 per cent. No abso- 
lute proof has ever been forthcoming on 
this point. Chase’s test, which is sup- 

osed to be used by the custom house 
aboratories, gives higher results. than 
this, and is an entirely empirical test 
quite unsuited for standard purposes. I 
refer to the test as described in the 
Journal of American Chemical Society, 
1906. My final action was to present my- 
self at Washington with the following pe- 


tition:— 
New York, Oct. 18, 1907. 
Dr. Wiley, " ont 
Pure Food Bureau 
Washington, D. ¢c. 

Dear Sir:—I am a merchant, established in 
Messina, Sicily, and export oil of lemon. My 
object in calling upon you is to request that 
the present standard, as set forth in paragraph 
9a, page 14, circular No. 19, be abolished, and 
that meanwhile you arrange for myself and 
other shippers a definite promise that it shall 
not be put in force. 

My reasons for making this request are, I 
think, sufficient, and are:— 

First. That no pure oil of lemon comes up 
to the standard as at present framed. 

Second. The United States Pharmacopoela, 
upon which this standard was based, has itself 
been altered in a table of corrections pub- 
lished May 1. 

. That it is not being at present acted 
but that the view is being held by the 
officials charged with the carrying out of the 
work that oil of lemon is a food, and, as such, 
not subject to a standard; the idea being to 
admit all lemon oil that is not adulterated in 
the sense defined in the act—that is, by the 
addition of a foreign substance or the abstrac- 
tion of an essential constituent. Under this 
view, all pure oil of lemon, even of low grade, 
provided it is naturally so, may be allowed to 
enter, there being no law to prevent it. This, 
I submit, is the correct view. 

Owing to my inability to supply oil of lemon 
in accordance with the standard above men- 
tioned, I have myself suspended all business 
in the article with the United States, and it 
was not until I personally visited New York 
for the purpose of investigating the matter 
that I ascertained that goods, if pure, were 
being admitted, though not of standard char- 
acter. 

A further request I wish to make fs this:—I 
understand that one of the United States Gov- 
ernment laboratories is at present devising 
more rigorous tests than those at present in 
use. I would ask that, before any improved 
test is actually used to condemn an oil, it 
should be communicated through the consuls to 
shippers, in the same way as the original 
standard was. Being a merchant, I buy from 
the peasants and apply the usual well-known 
tests, and this is the usual practice. Firms 
exporting oil of lemon are not manufacturers, 
but merchants. However careful we may be, 
if new improved tests are to be used, we can- 
not fully protect our clients as we should like 
to be able to do. 

I would beg of you your early attention. 
Contracts have hitherto been made for large 
quantities of oil of lemon for next season's de- 
livery, at this date. Owing to the present un- 
certainty as to the pure food law requirements, 
it is impossible to find any buyers this year; 
the loss involved through having a parcel re- 
fused is excessively great, the goods having 
to pay duty as foreign merchandise if they 
return to Italy. Yours very truly, 


I was received with very great cour- 
tesy, and it was explained to me that 
standards were prescribed in the case of 
drugs but not of foods. Under which 
category did oil of lemon come? I said 
I could not consider it as either, but that 
it certainly was not a drug, as it is not 
used for the cure or amelioration of any 
disease. The discussion ceased, leaving 
the impression that oil of lemon is to be 
considered as a condiment, and they are 
classed as foods. The standard should 
therefore be abolished. 

Having a little more time on my hands 
I went round to the Italian Embassy and 
saw the clerk (I don’t wish to mention 
names), who ventured the opinion that if 
any genuine oil of lemon of Italian manu- 
facture were refused admission on ac- 
count of non-compliance with an arbi- 
trary standard, he was quite sure that 
the embassy would do everything possible 
to assist Italian commerce, 

My hard labors deserved a rest. I took 
a sleeper for Niagara, and on the jour- 
ney had a dream. Some lemon had been 
refused because the rotation was one de- 
gree too low. Dr. Wiley was writing a 
dispatch to the United States Minister for 
Foreign Affairs so that he might explain 
to the Italian Ambassador, who did not 
want to be convinced, what the nature of 
the adulteration was, War has not been 
declared so far. 

As this communication may be misrep- 
resented, I think it well to state emphati- 
cally that in proposing the abolition of 
the present standard I am not advocating 
in any way that adulterated goods should 
be admitted freely as formerly, bu I do 
think that any and every oil of lemon if 
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genuine, ought to be admitted. I go fur- 
ther and say that there is no law in the 
United States which would enable the 
pure food authorities to refuse admission 
to pure lemon oil, any standard being 
ultra vires, Arthur A, Banett. 
{We have treated the subject which has 
prompted the foregoing communication 
with considerable detail, both editorially 
and in our market reports. The question 
of the citral test had little bearing on the 
controversy over the admissibility of lem- 
on oil between the government officials on 
the one side and the shippers and import- 
ers on the other. The authorities based 
their attitude on the requirement of 
purity, and it was principally the methods 
of determining this condition upon which 
the aap was centered. It was vig- 
orously contended and apparently sup- 
ported by exhaustive chemical proof that 
traces of pinene in lemon oil were no cri- 
terion of adulteration, oe present as a 
natural constituent, In ordering the re- 
lease of the great proportion of the goods 
under detention the government seeming- 
ly acquiesced in the plea of the importers. 
Later advices from the Reporter’s Wash- 
ington correspondent were to the effect 
that the Department of Agriculture was 
not satisfied that pinene was a natural 
ingredient of lemon oil, but where it was 
found in such slight traces as to preclude 
the practicability of having been incor- 
porated as an adulterant the department 
was disposed to give the shippers and im- 

porters the benefit of the doubt.

Having recently been handed several 
colors for analysis and the preparation of 
foundation certificates, I was struck by 
the difficulty =r chemists might have 
in carrying on such work due to the fact 
that the edition of Schultz and Julius 
Tables is at present out of print. As I 
had one of the 1894 edition and have now 
just received (with some difficulty) a copy 
of the 1904 edition, I thought it might be 
of interest to some others to compare the 
tests upon the seven colors allowed under 
the ruling of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Circular F. I, D. No. 76. The writer, 
having gone over the tests given in both 
editions, finds that the tests correspond 
as follows:—

The tests given for the last mentioned 
color in the 1894 edition do not correspon 
with the 194 edition, so I believe it 
would be well if your paper would pub- 
lish the tests as they now are made of- 
ficial, by Circulars 76 and 77. The sec- 
tion reads as follows:— 


“Appearance of dyestuff:—Blue, brown 
or reddish brown paste or powder. In 
water:—Blue solution. In alcohol:—Slight- 
ly soluble. On adidtion of hydrochloric 
acid:—Bluish violet solution, blue on di- 
lution. On addition of caustic soda:— 
Olive or green solution, on dilution yel- 
lowish green. In conc. sulphuric acid:— 
Bluish violet solution, blue on dilution. 
Dyes wool blue from an acid bath.” 


It may thus be possible for chemists to 
temporarily use the 1894 edition with the 
slight addition as above indicated.

Bill to Allow Importation of Tea 
Waste for Chemical Manufac- 
turing Purposes. 


Washington, Dec. 27, 1907. 


Senator Stone, of Missouri, has reintro- 
duced his bill in the interest of manu- 
facturers of certain chemical products 
who desire to import tea sweepings, tea 
waste, etc. The so-called pure tea act 
forbids such importations, but Mr. Stone 
proposes to amend the law by adding 
thereto the following proviso:— 

“Provided, that nothing herein shall affect 
or prevent the importation into the United 
States, under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may prescribe, of any 
merchandise as tea which may be inferior in 
purity, quality and fitness for consumption to 
the standards established by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, or of any tea waste, tea siftings 
or tea sweepings, for the sole purpose of man- 
ufacturing teine, caffeine or other chemical 
products whereby the identity and character 
of the original material is entirely destroyed 
or changed; and that importers and manufac- 
turers who import or bring into the United 
States such tea, tea waste, tea siftings or tea 
sweepings shall give suitable bond, to be ap- 
proved as to amount and securities by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, conditioned that said 
imported material shall be only used for the 
purposes herein provided, under such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury.’’ 

In the last Congress this bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance, and 
as the Secretary of the Treasury ex- 
pressed his entire willingness that it 
should be enacted into law a favorable 
report was made upon it, and it was 
placed on the Senate calendar. The 
friends of the measure then appeared to 
lose interest in it, and in the congestion 
of public business incident to the closing 
weeks of the Congress it was lost sight 
of and permitted to die without action. 
Senator Stone now proposes to take it up 
vigorously and to put it through the Sen- 
ate in time for action by the House at 
the present session.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT DESIGNATES A 
SERIES OF FIXED DATES FOR CER- 
TAIN SPECIFIED PORTS OTHER 
THAN NEW YORK—ORDER. 


Washington, Dec, 27, 1907. 
The Treasury Department has desig- 
nated the dates for fixed hearings before 


members of the Board of General Ap-: 


praisers at the principal ports of the 
country during the calendar year 1908. 
The attention of importers is specially 
drawn to the fact that the daily press has 
recently contained announcements _re- 
garding these hearings which are inac- 
curate, but the following statement about 
to be forwarded to all officers of the cus- 
toms may be relied upon as official and in 
all respects correct:— 


“To officers of the customs and others con- 
cerned :— 

“For the purpose of affording fixed hearings 
of customs matters at ports other than the 
port of New York, pursuant to the customs of 
administrative act of 1890, a member of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers is 
hereby authorized to proceed to the herinafter- 
named ports at the times hereinafter fixed 
for the purpose of then and there hearing all 
pending appeals in customs cases, reappraise- 
ment and classification, and taking testimony 
in all cases pending in the United States cir- 
cult courts of the particular jurisdiction where- 
in a member of such board has, under said 
act, been designated as referee. 

“Customs appeals at ports other than those 
named will be placed upon dockets of and 
heard at the ports named, except in cases of 
exceptional importance, in which it is made to 
satisfactorily appear that local hearings are of 
vital importance to the interests of either 
party, in which case special authority will be 
given, 

‘Ports which are in direct line of travel of 
the general appraiser, or which can be visited 
by him in the time allotted in his travels from 
port to port above stated by another route in 
proceeding, will have special hearings appoint- 
ed, and be attended by the general appraiser 
while proceeding under this order. 

‘Dockets of all cases pending at the herein- 
after-named ports will be prepared and due no- 
tices of hearing given. 

“The president of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers will, in due time and from time to 
time, designate a member of sald board to pro- 


ceed as herein authorized, and may, if the 
public business warrants, authorize a stenog- 
rapher of said board to accompany the general 
appraiser. 

“‘Whenever it shall appear to the president 
of the Board of General Appraisers that there 
are not pending at any one or more ports a 
sufficient number of cases to warrant the visit 
of a general appraiser thereto, or other suffi- 
cient cause, he may by due notice thereof con- 
tinue all hearings thereat. He may continue 
all hearings during the month of August in 
any year. 

‘‘Whenever a docket day herein fixed falls 
upon a holiday, such docket will be called upon 
the day following. 

‘Hearings will be held in accordance here- 
with as follows:— 

‘Baltimore (office of the collector).—January 
24, March 27, May 29, July 24, September 25 
and November 28. 

“Boston (office of the appraiser).—January 16, 
February 20, March 19, April 16, May 21, June 
18, July 16, September 17, October 15, Novem- 
ber 19 and December 17. 

“Chicago (office of the appraiser).—January 2, 
February 5, April 1, June 3, July 1, October 7 
and December 2. 

“Los Angeles (office of the collector).—Jan- 
uary 20 and June 22. 

‘“‘New Orleans (office of the appraiser).—April 
13 and October 19. 

‘*Philadelphia (office of the appraiser).—Jan- 
uary 23, February. 27, March 26, April 23, May 
28, June 25, July 23, September 24, October 22, 
November 27 and December 24. 

“Portland, Ore. (office of the appraiser).— 
January 10 and June 12. 

“St. Louis (office of the surveyor).—April 6 
and October 12. 

“St. Paul (office of the collector).—January 4 
and June 6. 

“San Francisco (office of the appraiser).— 
January 15 and June 17. 

“Seattle (office of the collector).—January 8 
and June 10. 

“Upon transmittal of records from ports 
other than New York to the Board of General 
Appraisers in cases in which local hearings are 
to be had the samples will, after being properly 
identified with such records, be retained in the 
local office for use at such hearings, and there- 
after be immediately stamped with the board 
numbers and transmitted with such records to 
the Board of General Appraisers. 

“On promulgation of this order, and on the 
first day of January of every succeeding year, 
the president of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers will cause to be sent to the collec- 
tors, or other corresponding customs officer, 
at the above-named ports a calendar in accord- 
ance herewith, giving the day and date of the 

month upon which a general appraiser will 
hear the appeals at such ports. 

“The expenses incurred hereunder will be 
defrayed from the customs appropriations. 

“This order will take effect immediately, and 
all orders and parts of orders and regulations 
expressly or impliedly contrary hereto are 
hereby amended in accordance herewith. 
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A Relief Measure for Turpentine 
Industry. 


TEXT OF BILL PRESENTED BY REPRE- 
SENTATIVE EDWARDS., OF GEORGIA— 
WOULD ABOLISH TAX ON STILLS AND 

REGISTRATION F E ES—PROPOSED 
ACT COMES AS RESULT OF PRO- 
HIBITION WAVE IN SEVERAL 
STATES—MANUFACTURING 
DRUGGISTS AFFECTED. 


Washington, Dec. 27, 1907. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives soon after the 
holiday recess will refer to the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue for a recom- 
mendation the two bills recently intro- 
duced in the House by Representative 
Edwards, of Georgia, framed for the re- 
lief of the turpentine industry but liable 
to amendment in the interest of the 
manufacturing drug trade. The wave of 
prohibition which has_ recently swept 
over the Southern States and is extending 
in other directions has had an important 
effect upon the turpentine industry not 
contemplated by the advocates of temper- 
ance. Prohibition laws have been enact- 
ed in certain States and municipalities so 
drastic that their literal interpretation 
would operate to impose penalties upon 
persons having in their possession dis- 
tilling apparatus capable of producing 
spirits in any form notwithstanding the 
fact that such apparatus is designed 
wholly for the production of turpentine, 
and Congress alone can relieve the situa- 
tion. Another logical result of these laws 
will be to drive manufacturing druggists 
out of these States unless the existing 
federal statutes can be amended. 

When the effect of the prohibition laws 
referred to became apparent appeals were 
made to the Internal Revenue Bureau to 
relax the standing regulations by reason 
of which the annoyance complained of 
has been suffered by the turpentine trade, 
but the Commissioner could not see his 
way clear to do so. Section 3244, Revised 
Statutes, provides that manufacturers of 
stills shall each pay $50 as a special tax 
and $20 for each still or more made by 
them, Section 3258 requires every person 
having in his possession or custody any 
still or distilling apparatus to register 
the same with the collector of the district 
in which :t is located under heavy penal- 
ties for failure to do so. 

It will thus be seen that manufacturers 
of stills are obliged to procure a federal 
license to carry on their business and to 
pay a special tax on each still made 
while the owner of any still is obliged to 
register it with the collector of the dis- 
trict in which it is set up. But the re- 
cently enacted State laws prohibiting the 
manufacture of whisky or any other 
form of distilled spirits also forbid the 
manufacture of stills and provide that 
the registration of a still by its owner 
shall be regarded as presumptive evi- 
dence of the violation of the prohibition 
statutes. 

Manufacturing druggists in certain 
Western States several years ago found 
themselves embarrassed by the federal 
revenue laws above quoted, but were able 
to secure a ruling from the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau which brought a large meas- 
ure of relief. The Commissioner, after 
careful investigation, rendered a decision 
to the effect that a manufacturer of 
stills holding a federal license as such 
need not pay the special tax of $20 on any 
still actually used exclusively in the pro- 
duction of medicinal preparations, and, 
further, that a manufacturing druggist

using a still in his legitimate business 
need not pay a special tax as a distiller 
provided he caused the still to be regis- 
tered in due form with the local collector 
of internal revenue, 

While the concessions made to the drug 
trade obviated nearly all the difficulties 
encountered therein, it will be apparent 
shat they do not help the turpentine pro- 
ducers in the Southern prohibition States, 
nor will they aid the manufacturing drug- 
gists in those States. The possession of a 
federal license to manufacture stills being 
presumptive evidence of the violation of 
the local prohibition laws, it follows that 
any individual firm or corporation en- 
gaged in making stills exclusively for the 
turpentine industry is liable to prosecu- 
tion, and inasmuch as the registration of 
a still is also presumptive evidence of the 
violation of the local laws, it is equally 
clear that the distiller of turpentine or 
the manufacturing druggist who, though 
relieved of the payment of special tax, 
must register, is equally under the ban. 

To meet the condition that has arisen 
with regard to the manufacturers of tur- 
pentine stills, Representative Edwards 
has introduced the following bill:— 

“Be it enacted, etc., That the second para- 
graph cf section 3244 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States be amended by adding at 
the end of said paragraph the provision that 
nothing therein contained shall be construed to 
mean or relate to manufacturers of turpentine 
stills, or to stills and worms for the manufac- 
ture of spirits of turpentine; so that said para- 
graph when amended shall read as follows:— 

‘* ‘Second. Manufacturers of stills shall each 
pay fifty dollars, and twenty dollars for each 
still or worm for distilling made by him. Any 
person who manufactures any still or worm to 
be used in distilling shall be deemed a manu- 
facturer of stills; provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to mean or re- 
late to manufacturers of turpentine stills, or 
to stills and worms for the manufacture of 
spirits of turpentine and other naval stores 
products.’ "’ 

The passage of the above measure would 
enable the manufacturer of stills for the tur- 
pentine industry to carry on his_ business 
without restriction and without either pro- 
curing a federal license as a manufacturer or 
paying the special tax on the stills made by 
him. Having no federal license, he would not 
be liable under the prohibition laws. 

To aid the turpentine distiller in his predica- 
ment Mr. Edwards has presented a second 


measure, which provides as follows:— 
“Be it enacted, etc., That section 3258 of 


the Revised Stautes of the United States, sec- 
ond edition, relating to the registry of stills, 
and so forth, is hereby amended by adding 
thereto the provision that nothing therein con- 
tained shall in any manner be construed to 
mean or relate to stills or distilling apparatus 
for the manufacture of spirits of turpentine 
and other naval stores products, so that the 
said section so amended shall read:— 

** ‘Sec, 3258. Every person having in his pos- 
session or custody, or under his control, any 
still or distilling apparatus set-uf shall regis- 
ter the same with the collector of the district 
in which it is, by subscribing and filing with 
him duplicate statments, in writing, setting 
forth the particular place where such still or 
distilling apparatus is sct up, the kind of still, 
and its cubic contents, the owner thereof, his 
place of residence, and the purpose for which 
said still or distilling apparatus has been or 
is intended to be used; one of which state- 
ments shall be retained and preserved by the 
collecter, and the other transmitted by him 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Stills and distilling apparatus shall be regis- 
tered immediately upon their being set up. 
Every still or distilling apparatus not so reg- 
istered, together with all personal property 
in the possession of custody, or under the con- 
trol of such person, and found in the building, 
or in any yard or inclosure connected with the 
building in which the same may be set up, 
shall be forfeited. Any person having in 
his position or custody, or under his control, 
any still or distilling apparatus set-up which 
is not so registered shall pay a penalty of 
five hundred dollars, and shall be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than one 
thousands dollars, and imprisoned for not less 
than one month nor more than two years; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
in any manner be construed to mean or re- 
late to stills or distilling apparatus for the 
manufacture of spirits of turpentine and other 
naval stores products.’ ’’ 

Under this bill the owner of a still used 
exclusively for turpentine production need 
not register it with the collector of in- 
ternal revenue and therefore would not 
become liable under the prohibition stat- 
ute. It is understood that the authorities 
in the prohibition States where the pro- 
duction of turpentine is an important in- 
dustry will make no objection to_ the 
manufacture and use of stills provided the 
federal laws are amended in the manner 
as suggested by Mr. Edwards. It will be 
noted, however, that the bill makes no 
provision for the manufacturing druggists 
and must be amended if he is to be 
taken care of. 

The interesting question now arises as 
to whether the Internal Revenue Bureau 
will recommend to Congress the enact- 
ment of these two measures, The Com- 
missioner’s indorsement is not necessarily 
a condition precedent to the passage of 
these bills, for the sentiment in Congress 
is strongly in favor of affording relief 
to the turpentine industry. At the same 
time it is highly desirable that the bureau 
should co-operate with the Southern Con- 
gressmen in order to secure early action. 
Of the two measures submitted by Mr. 
Edwards, that to which the Commissioner 
would be most reluctant to give his in- 
dorsement is the one relieving a turpen- 
tine manufacturer of the necessity of reg- 
istering his still. The bureau has always 
regarded the registration of distilling ap- 
paratus as one of the greatest safeguards 
against the illicit manufacture of spirits 
upon which no tax is paid. As already 
stated, manufacturing druggists, although 
using their stills solely for the production 
of medicines, are nevertheless obliged to 
register them, and every still so used in 
the United States to-day bears a number 
stamped upon it by a_ revenue agent. 
Notwithstanding these facts, however, it 
ean be stated that the Internal Revenue 
Bureau is disposed to do everything in its 


































































power in aid of the turpentine industry, 
and it is believed that Mr. Edwards’ bills, 
either in their present or amended form, 
will be enacted into laws,

AS PRESENTED IN ST. LOUIS BY N. W. 
D. A. TALENT, 


November 15 and 16, 1907, will long be 
held memorable by certain members of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, who on those dates gathered in 
St. Louis to talk over business and in- 
cidentally to combine pleasure with their 
business. The gentlemen concerned never 
do anything by halves. They met, they 
wined and they dined. This is what they 
sang and a fairly good likeness of the 
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sponge culture. In view of the more rapid 
depletion of the natural beds, which will un- 
doubtedly result from iecent changes in the 
methods of the fishery, the bureau is convinced 
that the preservation of the American sponge 
industry will depend upon cultivation, and the 
speedy conclusion of these experimente will be 
a source of satisfaction. It is estimated that 
about $1,600,000 worth of sponges were taken 
in Florida during the past year, and the failure 
of the fishery, therefore, would be the ruin of 
one of the important industries of the State.’’ 

The experiments in sponge culture be- 
gan in Florida under the direction of Dr. 
F. H. Moore, of the Bureau of Fisheries. 
Several thousand sponges were planted in 
January and February, 1901. Wires were 
erected in shallow water attached to sup- 
ports of such a height as to prevent ex- 
posure at low tides. Inferior sponges hav- 
ing little commercial value were cut up 
into small cubical pieces and a slit made 
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principal soloists. We are unfortunately 
unable to present the pictures of the 
chorus, but their names will be found ap- 
pended to the program. 
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Sponge Cultivation in Florida, 


PROGRESS MADE IN EXPERIMENTAL 
CULTURE NOTWITHSTANDING A SE- 
RIES OF DISASTERS—A COMMER- 
CIAL SYSTEM MAY BE RECOM- 
MENDED NEXT JUNE. 


Washington, Dec. 27, 1907. 

The forthcoming annual report of the 
Commissioner of Fisheries contains an in- 
teresting announcemet with regard to the 
experiments in the cultivation of sponges 
which have been in progress in Florida 
waters for the past seven years. Not- 
withstanding the recent destruction of the 
government’s plantations by storms, it is 
Stated that a commercial system of 
sponge culture has been successfully test- 
ed and within a few months an elaborate 
report will be issued which will no doubt 
be made the basis of a very thorough 
exploitation of the bureau’s methods. The 
Commissioner says:— 

“The series of disasters which for several 
years have pursued these experiments culmi- 
nated in the almost total destruction of the 
plantation at Cape Florida by the great hurrt- 
cane of October, 1906.

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Synthetic Suprarenin.

The Farbwerke Hoechst on-main Ger- 
many (for whom Victor Koechl & Co., 
New York, are the sole agents in the 
United States), has recently succeeded in 
introducing into commerce _ synthetic 
suprarenin. A long series of industrious 
scientific labors have proved here their 
conclusion and technical realization, and 
the German chemical industry has ob- 
tained a success which at present stands 
alone in the domain of drug synthesis. 
The latest important phases of these in- 
——— investigations into adrenalin 
are to be found in the Pharm. Zeitung 
1905, No. 64, and 1906, Nos. 62 and 80. The 
preparation introduced into commerce un- 
der the name suprarenin has acquired an 
increased practical interest for physicians 
and pharmacists, since it costs less than 
half of the price of adrenalin, the latter 
not being a synthetic product. We give 
in detail the chemical character of 
suprarenin prepared by synthesis, 

Chemistry.—In 1901 Takamine and al- 
most simultaneously Aldrich succeeded in 
extracting the active constituent of the 
suprarenal glands in a pure condition. 
Since that period many chemists have 
made exhaustive studies of the same. 
Of numerous formula prepared the fol-

Evaporated 
from its acid solution to dryness in an 
exsiccator an amorphous residue should 
remain (unchange methylaminoaceto- 
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in one side to enable the cuttings to be 
placed astride the wire, the surfaces of the 
flap then being brought together by a bit 
of aluminum wire.

Pharmacological.—The pharmacological 
investigation of synthetic suprarenin was 
made by Dr. Biberfeld in the Pharmaco- 
logical Institute at Breslau (Prof. 
Filehne). It was shown that its action 
was identical with that of the natural 
The synthetic form seemed to 
have a stronger and more uniform ac- 
tion, due doubtless to its absolute chem- 
ical purity. Solutions of it are also the 
more stable. The amount necessary for 
solution may be sterilized before use, 
without prevadice to its activity. The 
action in raising blood pressure, narrow- 
ing of blood vessels, dilating the pupil, 
increasing urine elimination with gl¥co- 
suria corresponds fully to that of the 
natural substance. The toxicity of the 
two forms is identical. 

Application.—Synthetic suprarenin is 
applicable in almost all branches of medi- 
cine, viz.: 1. In Ophthalmology: Com- 
bined with local anesthetics it produces 
anesthesia and anemia, and is used for 
episcleritis, sprin conjunctivitis, chronic 
conjunctivitis, iritis, laucoma, and in 
operations. 2. In otorhino-laryngology, in 
laryngeal catarrh, bleeding middle ear 
polypi; in operations on nose, epistaxis, 
colds, hayfever, empyema of antrum and 
for diagnostic purposes to _ facilitate 
optical examination in the depths of the 
nose; in operations on the larynx. 3. 
In surgery: To add to anesthetics in in- 
filtration, conduction and medullary an- 
esthesia; In dangerous hemorrhages for 
tamponiag. 4. In urology: In tumors of 
the bladder, hemorrhages from bladder 
and urethra and in strictures. 5. In 
gynecology: In uterine hemorrhages as 
a result of endometritis or fibromas. 6. 
In gastric and intestinal hemorrhages. 

Dosage.—In otorhinology solutions of 1 
to 1,000 to 1 to 5,000 are used; same 
strength in surgery.

Sulphuric Acid in Canada, 


Toronto, Dec. 27, 1907. 


The Ontario Government Bureau of 
Mines Department has issued an im- 
portant report on sulphuric acid, its 
manufacture and use, particularly in the 
petroleum and fertilizer industries. It is 
as follows:— 


“It has been often stated that the amount 
of a country’s production and consumption of 
sulphuric acid is an index of its progress in 
civilization. This remark is in a general sense 
true, as the chemical industry above all others 
requires the greatest amount of technical edu- 
cation and skill; and as nearly every chemical 
industry in the world uses as a base, or de- 
pends upon, sulphuric acid as one of its main 
ingredients, it will be seen how important it 
is to a country to possess large amounts of 
the raw material necessary for this industry. 

“The largest amount of sulphuric acid con- 
sumed in the Province of Ontario is used in 
the refining of petroleum. In the purification 
of the distillates ordinary sulphuric acid of 
66 degrees Beaume is generally used, fuming 
sulphuric acid being employed in rare cases 
for varieties of oil difficult to purify. In a 
treatise on petroleum by W. T. Braunt, page 
809, it is stated that the distillates from 
Canadian oil, for instance, required mugh more 
acid and time than distillates from Pennsyl- 
vania oil, and that ‘‘for purifying American 
distillates 2 to 3%, and even 4 per cent. 
(sulphuric acid) is required, the quantity in- 
creasing with the yield of crude distillate, since 
the heavier oils require more acid. 

“It takes a ton of chamber strength sulphuric 
acid to decompose or dissolve a ton of rock in 
the manufacture of acid phosphate or fertilizer. 
For over twenty-five years the Standard Fer- 
tilizer and Chemical Company have been in 
existence at Smith's Falls. Their raw ma- 
terials are mainly native phosphate and am- 
monium sulphate from Germany. They make 
their own sulphuric acid in a small chamber 
plant from Sicilian brimstone. The resulting 
fertilizer is mainly sold in the Eastern town- 
ships of Quebec; a few local market gardeners 
and some Niagara fruit growers are also sup- 
plied, Considerable quantities of sulphuric acid 
are also used by fertilizer works in the vicinity 
of Toronto, using bone phosphate and waste

‘‘An ever increasing demand for sulphuric 
acid is found in the nitro-glycerine dynamite 
and dualin industry. The acid in making nitro- 
glycerne is first mixed with nitric acid in the 
proportion of three parts of nitric to five parts 
of sulphuric. The sulphuric acid used must 
be chemically pure, and of the highest possible 
concentration, Dynamite works in Ontario 
consume about one-half ton of concentrated 
sulphuric acid per day, 

“Sulphuric acid is also used in Ontario in 
the manufacture of acetic acid. Calcium 
acetate obtained from the destructive distilla- 
tion of wood is placed with sulphuric acid in 
huge iron retorts. Upon the application of 
heat acetic acid distills over. This industry 
consumes over a ton of sulphuric acid per day.”’

Varnish Making with China Wood 
Oil or Tung Oil. 


The successful use of wood oil in con- 
nection with varnish making requires 
deep study and great care in manipula- 
tion. In spite of all the formulas given 
by those interested in its sale, thousands 
of gallons have had to be thrown away 
as useless by varnish makers, before they 
met with success. 

One point in particular must not be lost 
sight of and that is wood oil must not 
be considered as a substitute for linseed 
oil in varnish making, but rather as an 
addition for the purpose of toughening 
and hardening the varnish. For instance, 
if a varnish is to be an eight gallon stock 
(8 gallons linseed oil to the 100 pounds of 
gum), it must not be given seven gallons 
of linseed oil and one gallon wood oil, but 
it should have the full 8 gallons of lin- 
seed oil, and from one to two gallons 
wood oil in addition. 

China wood oil must, under no condi- 
tion whatever, be heated to a higher tem- 
perature than 160 deg. C. (320 deg. F.), 
ener wise it will decompose and be wse- 
ess, 

Varnish makers use only from 5 to 10 
per cent. of the entire quantity of oil em- 
pleyed to such varnishes as are made 
from copal gums or resins, while with 
rosin a greater percentage may be em- 
ployed. 

For instance, a rosin varnish is desired 
that may contain 12 gallons oil to the 100 
pounds rosin. In this case melt the hard- 
ened rosin as usual (if hardened rosin be 
used), add 12 gallons of bodied linseed oil, 
which contains the required drier; heat 
the mass to say 284 deg. F. and add 2 
gallons China wood oil. Do not allow the 
temperature to rise over 300 deg. F. at 
any time; take from the fire and thin as 
usual with turps, or benzine. A prepared 
combination of wood oil and linseed oil 
can be made as follows:— 

100 parts (by weight) China wood oil, 

20 parts raw linseed oil, 

1 part resinate of manganese, 

% part red lead, 

2 parts siccativ, 
are heated together and boiled for sev- 
eral hours at a temperature of not over 
280 to 300 deg. F., and then thinned with 
8 parts spirits of turpentine for summer 
use and double that quantity for winter. 
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Benzine will not answer here, and the 
turpentine must be introduced as warm 
as possible. 
This combination oil should be used in 
place of the raw wood oil, as follows:— 
For a mixing varnish:— 


35 pounds hardened rosin, 
35 pounds combination oil, 
25 pounds turps., 

5 pounds pale liquid drier. 


This mixing varnish can be mixed with 
rosin varnishes, that are made in the 
ordinary way with bodied linseed oil, but 
the quantity used must not exceed 30 per 
cent. of the oil contained in the ordinary 
varnish to which it is added, or the result- 
ing product is apt to alligator on drying 
and tend to cracking, It is impossible to 
teach any one treatment of wood oil on 
paper; it must be studied out by practice. 
The least trifle of overheating will make 
it dry out opaque or tend to saponification 
in varnish. Its sole function in varnish 
making is to make the product dry harder 
and tougher, and make it more impervious 
to moisture than is possible with linseed 
oll alone. 


A trial with ordinary rosin is recom- 
mended as well as with treated rosin. 
Attention is called to the fact that China 
wood oil usually contains a small per- 
centage of moisture, that must be driven 
off by heat.

British Industrial Alcohol. 


PRICES INCREASE, NOTWITHSTANDING 
GOVERNMENT TAX REBATE. 


Consul Frank W. Mahin, of Notting- 
ham, gives the following account of the 
advancing prices in the United Kingdom 
for denatured alcohol:— 


For the benefit of industries in which alcohol 
is necessary, an act of Parliament in 1906 
rrovided for the use of manufacturers a spe- 
cial methylated spirit with a rebate of 5d. (10 
cents) a gallon on internal taxes, The act also 
contemplated that British manufacturers would 
thus be able to compete with rivals in countries 
where alcohol was free of duty, the taxes on it 
in Great Britain being heavy. However, the 
makers of methylated spirit organized, and 
manufacturers who expected to pay 5d. less a 
gallon for their alcohol than prior to the new 
regulation were surprised when manufacturers 
of the spirit deducted only 4d. (8 cents). Now 
it is announced that the makers of methylated 
spirit have advanced its price 3d. (6 cents) a 
gallon, leaving an advantage of only 2 cents 
to the manufacturers for whose special benefit 
the government concession of 10 cents was 
made. Indeed, it is intimated that a result 
of the close combination among spirit pro- 
ducers will be even higher prices for industrial 
spirit than prevailed before the special act was 
passed. 

Current remark on this situation is to the ef- 
fect that while the price of industrial spirit 
is advancing in this country it is declining in 
the United States; that almost simultaneously 
the United States and Great Britain enacted 
laws to benefit users of spirits for industrial 
purposes; that while the effect in America has 
been to stimulate competition and increase the 
production of spirit the result in this country 
has been to check competition and raise the 
price of spirit; that America will now become 
a very serious rival to British chemical manu- 
facturers, and that increasing imports from the 
United States of goods in the making whereof 
alcohol is essential may now be expected.

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French Road Treatment, 


GOVERNMENT EXPERIMENTS FOR LAY- 
ING DUST BY COATING COMPOUNDS. 


In stating that the question of the sup- 
pression of road dust has been, within the 
last few years, a subject of constant at- 
tention on the part of the French Govern- 
ment, through the Department of Public 
Works, Consul W. H. Hunt, of St. 
Etienne, sums up the results of experi- 
ments as follows:— 

‘“‘Hitherto water alone was employed for 
the purpose, but its effect was only transi- 
tory, and the treatment had to be renewed 
every morning. This half measure never- 
theless gave satisfaction until automobiles 
and road tramways began to circulate, 
creating, by their speed, an amount of 
dust as annoying as it was previously un- 
known. A report has just been presented 
to the minister of public works, reviewing 
the advantages and disadvantages of four 
methods, considered as more or less ef- 
fective in laying dust—a coating of crude 
tar mixture, heated petroleum, a solution 
of water and salts, and construction of a 
beton and tar surface. 

“To che mixture of crude tar, tar oil in 
the proportion of 10 per cent. is added to 
render it more fluid, and before sprinkling 
it on the road :ertain conditions are neces- 
sary—the road should be more or less 
cylindric in shape, recently macadamized, 
dry, and swept of all dust. The tarring 
should be done in dry and warm weather, 
while no circulation of vehicles should be 
a until the coating is sufficiently 
dry. 
& he durability of the coating varies as 
to the time of the operation, whether in 
summer, autumn or winter. If done in the 
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last two seasons, the tarring seldom re- 
sists until the Zollowing spring. Very fre- 
quently it disappears at the end of two or 
three months, leaving in its place an abun- 
cant supply of disagreeable mud. As long 
as the ne of tar endures, the road bed 
is guaranteed against wear and tear, but 
once it gets diluted the road becomes de- 
teriorated all the more rapidly, as the mud 
retains the water with greater facility. 
Although the quantity of the tar mixture 
employed varies with the absorbent nature 
of the road, a proportion of two pounds to 
the square yard is considered sufficient. 
Frost does not seem to have any evil 
effects on tarring, but great heat may 
soften it and render it slippery. The cost 
of tarring is estimated at 3 cents per 
square yard. 


PETROLEUM, SALINE AND BETON MIX- 
TURES. 


“The second method, or that of petro- 
leum heated to boiling point, is used in 
the north of France and around Paris. 
The variety of oil employed is that known 
under the name of “mazout.”’ The oil is 
placed in reservoirs similar to ordinary 
watering carts and sprinkled over the 
roads, previously swept. It is allowed to 
cool, after which the dust is swept back 
over it again; the dust is effectively laid 
and will not adhere to the car wheels. 
Unfortunately, autumn rains rapidly de- 
stroy this coating. In dry climates, how- 
ever, the above two methods are very 
effective against dust. 

“The saline mixture consists in either 
plain sea water or a solution of certain 
salts (chloride of calcium or chloride of 
magnesium), which from their hygrometric 
properties maintain on the road the hu- 
midity of the atmosphere, thus prolonging 
the effect of ordinary watering. Informa- 
tion, however, is wanting as to the results 
of the experiments. 

‘‘Westrumite is tar rendered soluble in 
water by the addition of ammonia and 
other cheap products. It is particularly 
useful in preparing a race track, as its 
effects are limited as to duration. 

“The fourth and last method is costly 
and has not yet been put into operation 
to any extent in France. It consists in 
constructing the road with beton or con- 
crete, into which tar is incorporated. Fur- 
ther experiments are about to be made by 
the government, not only for the purpose 
of adopting the best dust-laying sub- 
stance, But also for determining the effect 
of the operation itself on the roads.

Western Seed and Oil Market, 


Chicago, Dec. 25, 1907. 


Trade in flaxseed has dropped into the 
post-navigation period, and trading in 
futures at Duluth has been light within 
the past week. Prices have shown rather 
narrow fluctuations, though there has 
been noted a tone of healthfulness which 
has been demonstrated by a_ steady 
though slight advance in quotations since 
the close of the previous week. There is 
now little in the trade to give promise of 
any very sharp declines or advances 
within the near future. Receipts at the 
two Northwestern points were not as 
heavy the past week as they were for 
the corresponding time last year, though 
Minneapolis receipts exceeded those of 
last year by 11 cars. The bulk of the 
seed that is now finding its way to mar- 
ket either is shipped direct to Minneapolis 
or is diverted to that point, as the crush- 
ers in the Twin Cities are the only ones 
who are now buying the cash seed very 
liberally. The premium on the cash seed 
at Minneapolis over the price for cash at 
Duluth, however, has been lost, the close 
Tuesday finding cash seed at Duluth Xc. 
higher than at Minneapolis. 

While the receipts at the primary points 
compare very favorably with the arrivals 
for the same time last year, arrivals of 
seed at the interior points are said to be 
very light. The fact that the runs at the 
central cities are not lighter is accounted 
for by the statement that much of the 
seed that is now coming is from country 
elevators, and that this seed is atone 
the property of the farmers, who still 
hold the storage tickets for it. If the ar- 
rivals at the country elevators are not so 
heavy as the shipments out of those 
points to Duluth and Minneapolis, it 
naturally follows that there will come a 
time when the stocks in country eleva- 
tors will be depleted. How long this 
process of depletion will be carried on to 
the final elimination of the seed in the 
country elevators is merely a matter of 
conjecture, but the trade seems to be of 
the general opinion that there will not 
be any actual shortage of seed for the 
balance of the season, though holding to 
the opinion that there will be little, if 
any, more seed available for export, even 
should the European buyers seek for it. 

The final government estimate of the 
crop of 1907 is out, and it does not differ 
materially from the figures that were in- 
dicated by the preliminary estimates. It 
shows a production of 25,862,000 bushels, 
against 25,578,000 bushels last year, the 
seed being grown on 2,865,000 acres, or 9.3 
bushels per acre. Every expert in the 
trade is of the belief that the official esti- 
mate of this year is more nearly correct 
than it has been for many years past. 
The figures show that more seed was 
raised this year than last year, but this 
is so palpably wrong that it is not con- 
sidered for one moment. The explanation 
is that last year’s official estimate was 
grossly underestimated, while this year’s 
estimate is probably as close to the actual 
figures as any estimate can be expected 
to be. A mention of this at this time 
seems to be called for, as those who are 
not in touch with the situation might ac- 
cept last year’s estimate and thus reach 
the erroneous conclusion that there was 
more seed produced in the country this 
year than there was in 1906. 

Mills are running freely in Minneapolis 
and the Chicago crushers are also running 
close to their full capacity. The new Kel- 
logg mill at Minneapolis has been added 
to the list of those in operation, and this 
naturally will call for a little more seed. 
Thus far the mills have tried to keep 
their presses going, in spite of the un- 
avorable condition of the oil trade, for 
the reason that the constant operation of 
a mill reduces the working cost of the 
product, while the intermittent shutting 
down of the crushers increases it. While 
the oil trade is practically dead, so far as 
futures are concerned, and is reduced to 
a conditi bordering on complete stagna- 
tion in the cash market, crushers are 
hopeful of better demand after the new 
year has opened up, and it is therefore to 
their interest to hold the working cost 
down to the lowest possible figure.

LINSEED OIL.—If there were any Way 
of comparing the adjective ,“‘dead,” the 
erushers would like to employ it, for 
while they declared last week that the 
market was extinct, they are announcing 
this week that the conditions are even 
worse than they were last week. The 
proverbial door-nail cannot be any deader 
than the oil market is so far as it applies 
to futures. Crushers a short time ago 
were trying to put a good front on the 
market, and were possessed of such 
optimism that they could see a chance for 
immediate improvement where none ex- 
isted. Now, however, they seem to have 
become convinced of the utter fatulty of 
trying to bolster up the market in the 
hope that the buyers will fear a sharp 
advance in prices and begin a campaign 
of buying. The conditions are presented 
by the crushers now exactly as they exist, 
except that perhaps some of them have 
swung too far the other way and are 
exhibiting more pessimism than the situa- 
tion calls for. The demand for futures is 
so quiet as to be almost indiscernible, and 
this condition is likely to exist for some 
time to come. Crushers say that the mar- 
ket now is worse than it was during the 
panic of '93. Then it was possible to sell 
oil. All that the buyers asked was that 
the price be made low enough, but now, 
sellers declare, they are unable to interest 
the buyers even when prices are reduced. 
The market here is gnerally 37c., but there 
is hardly a crusher that is represented in 
the western niarket who would not sell 
eash seed for 36c., and few of them who 
would not undertake to contract for the 
future delivery of oil at 37c. Accumula- 
tions of oil are taking place, and there is 
a liberal supvly now that the crushers 
would be willing to dispose of. if they 
could find a buyer. There is, with all this 
dullness, however, a belief that a turn for 
the better will take place after the holi-

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Dec. 28, 1907. 


Operations in ‘the lower Southwest 
fields have been interrupted by the holi- 
day season, the observance of which is 
likely to occasion a continued check to 
work until after the turn of the year. 
Reports from the various districts have 
therefore been meager and have indi- 
cated little of consequence. The most 
satisfactory results are still within 
well defined territory and there is al- 
most no incentive at this time to de- 
part from the regular lines, A producer 
that holds a leading place among re- 
cent completions is the one drilled in 
the Grant district of Ritchie county, 
West Virginia, which, according to a 
late report, was maintaining 190 bar- 
rels a day. With the renewal of activ- 
ity in operations, Brook county in the 
Same State will undoubtedly claim a 
considerable share of attention. The 
record of this section during the month 
has been one of the few encouraging 
features of the State. During the first 
three weeks eight wells were completed, 
from seven of which a new production 
of 250 barrels was recorded, Lincoln 
county has been the scene of test de- 
velopments, but nothing of an especial- 
ly interesting character has been dis- 
closed. Deep sand drilling in Wetzel 
and Monongalia counties seems to have 
experienced a setback and attempts to 
find an extension to the pools that 
brightened the prospects of augmenting 
the output of high-grade crude during 
the earlier months have ended in dis- 
appointment. The Lima field of north- 
western Ohio and Indiana has presented 
a quiet appearance, but an encouraging 
completion has been reported in the 
Seneca county field, near Tiffin, Ohio, 
where two wells that might be described 
as being in the gusher class were 
brought in a few weeks ago. Richland 
township of Fairfield county, in the 
same State, was to the front with a 
show for a 50-barrel producer. Com- 
pletions in the Ohio end for the week 
numbered 29 wells, 24 of which yielded 
a new production of 922 barrels, In 
Indiana 20 wells were drilled and the 
new production aggregated 393 barrels. 
The holiday season has failed to exer- 
cise any check on operations in Illinois, 
our correspondent in that field report- 
ing completions for the week of 112 
wells, with a new production of 10,293 
barrels from 104 successful oil wells. 
Crawford county’s contribution to the 
total was 83 wells, of which 5 were dry 
holes, and a new production of 8,215 
barrels. The runs and deliveries of the 
field are still strikingly out of propor- 
tion, the runs for the first three weeks 
of the month reaching a total of 1,417,- 
383 barrels, while the deliveries did not 
exceed 3,726 barrels. Partial relief from 
this condition is at hand in the com- 
pletion of the trunk pipe line to the 
Mississippi River, with a capacity of 
15,000 barrels a day. A feature of the 
Kentucky-Tennessee field during the 
week was the strike of a 40-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Parmleysville division of 
Wayne county, Ky. In Whitley county 
of the State an initial wild-catting ven- 
ture in a field considered promising re- 
sulted in a duster at a depth of 1,800 
feet, and prospective work there has 
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been checked. The only change to be 
recorded in crude values is the further 
decline of 2c. in the Gulf coast field, 
the market being still under the influ- 
ence of heavy receipts of Oklahoma 
crude. 


Refined and Products. 


The local market for refined has re- 
flected to a marked extent the cus- 
tomary holiday inactivity so far as do- 
mestic requirements are concerned, but 
the influence was noted to a compara- 
tively slight degree on the export 
movement. This condition may be at- 
tributed chiefly to the presence of the 
tank fleet, which carried 8,353,000 of the 
total volume of 9,835,490 gallons repre- 
senting the clearances for the week. 
Our record for the previous week 
showed an aggregate of 14,426,230 gal- 
lons, of which 9,985,200 were shipped in 
bulk. There has been little occasion 
for additional charters during the cur- 
rent week, the only engagement re- 
ported being one for 170,000 cases for 
May-June shipment to Shanghai, New 
York loading. We have nothing of in- 
terest to note concerning prices, the 
market ruling firm at lately prevail- 
ing values. Our correspondent writes 
of a firmer tendency to residuals and 
kerosene on the Baku market, the 
former for prompt and the latter both 
for prompt and forward delivery. Crude 
was firm for prompt but slightly easier 
for forward shipment. Field conditions 
remain calm, no labor disturbances 
having been experienced of late. Esti- 


-mates have been made of a substantial 


increase in the production. The Lon- 
don and Liverpool markets for Amer- 
ican and Russian lamp oils show no 
variation, but the tone is considered 
weak, according to mail advices. The 
Indian markets for the various products 
have remained firm at unaltered quo- 
tations. American bulk and case oil 
and Eastern bulk oil continue to ad- 
vance on the Shanghai market, and 
bulk oil is maintained at a higher level 
in Yokohama. 

A featureless market has prevailed 
for the various products, the effect of 
the holiday season being manifested 
throughout. There has been a material 
check to the demand for gas-engine 
consumption in the local trade, with- 
out, however, affecting values. The 
high test products are firm under the 
influence of the grade of crude from 
which they are derived. The export 
movement of naphtha embraced the 
heavy total of 242,130 gallons, against 
143,800 gallons during the previous 
week.

General trading conditions during 
the interval have been of a character 
to justify fully its recognition as the 
dullest week of the year, probably to 
a greater extent on this occasion than 
during previous years. While the turn 
of the year will be a welcome event 
generally, there is a suggestion of con- 
cern evinced in some quarters as to 
the developments that may follow the 
practice of taking stock and balancing 
accounts. Price changes have been 
comparatively few, and nearly all on 
the bear side. The decline in opium 
was almost a foregone conclusion. The 
further easing of citric acid, Haarlem 
oil and lithia are associated with the 
intensified competition. Of more favor- 
able portent was the higher unit scored 
at the Amsterdam quinine sale, but the 
effect was reflected to a slight extent 
on the local situation. The changes 
are indicated as follows:—

The lapse of the market to a $5 basis 
before the end of the year was almost 
a foregone conclusion, taking into con- 
sideration the conditions which were 
conducive to this end. Even at this 
level there seems to be nothing more 
substantial upon which a market can 
be established than prevailed when we 
recorded $6 ag the ruling quotation for 
cases by the middle of last month. 
While the $5 figure is not yet generally 
named, there can be no doubt that an 
order at this price would be eagerly 
accepted in any of the leading quarters. 
Further advices have been received in 
the trade of frost in the producing dis- 
tricts in Turkey, but there has been no 
keener manifestation of buying interest 
in consequence. The availability of the 
comparatively cheap Persian gum in 
London, although of low test, continues 
to exercise a disturbing influence on the 


general situation.

There would have been nothing 
worthy of comment in this market had 
not the Amsterdam quinine sale been 
scheduled for the dullest week of the 
year. The outcome of this event fur- 
nished rather a gratifying surprise in 
combating the influence of recent bark 
and quinine auctions and scoring an 
advance to 12.62 florins, as cabled by 
our Amsterdam correspondent, against 
11.75 florins at the previous sale. All 
of the offerings, 70,000 ounces, found 
buyers. Confidence in the maintenance 
of the current basis of 16c. for bulk by 
makers is generally expressed in the 
local trade and the sentiment is likely 
to gain force with the turn of the year 
when improvement in the demand is 
awaited. The outside market is dull 
and rather nominal. London stocks on 
the first of the current month were 
abundant, 221,426 ounces, against 197,464 
and 176,671 ounces on the corresponding 
day of 1906 and 1905, respectively. Our 
correspondent writes of the recent Am- 
sterdam bark sale as follows:— 

Amsterdam, Dec. 13, 1907. 

At the cinehona bark auction held on the 
12th inst., there were offered 11,449 bales and 
491 cases, containing 1,076,184 kilos, with a 
quinine content of 65,863 kilos. There were 
128,930 kilos of druggists’ bark (4,224 kilos of 
quinine) and 947,254 kilos of manufacturing 
bark (61,639 kilos of quinine). The average 
percentage of manufacturing bark was, 
therefore, 6.51, against 6.32 at the November 
auction, and 5.78 as the average for the ten 
auctions in 1906. The participation of the 
varicus species was as follows, amounts be- 
ing in kilos:—Succirubra, 128,930; ledgeriana, 
777,708; officinalis, 4,700; hybrids and other 
kinds, 164,846. Of the total there were 54,489 
kilos of government and 1,021,695 kilos of 
private bark. 


Details of the London bark sale are 
recorded as follows by our correspond-

London, Dee. 17, 1907. 

The cinchona bark auctions to-day were the 
last of the year (the next will take place on 
January 14, 1908), and were again marked by 
the small quantities offered, aggregating 542 
packages. Still the total compared favorably 
with the 163 packages offered at the previous 
sale and the 314 in December last year. About 
one-third was sold at easier prices, the unit 
working out at fully the last Amsterdam sale 
rate of 11-16d., against 13-16d. In London last 
month.

Miscellaneous. 

ACETONE.—An expected bear de- 
velopment concerning the raw material 
has exercised an unsettling influence 
on the product, and with the demand of 
little consequence, values have yielded 
further, 16@i7c., as to seller, prevailing. 

ACID, CITRIC.—The market has 
yielded further to the conditions noted 
in late reports, namely, the easier ten- 
dency of the raw material, the keener 
competition of the foreign product and 
the want of important inquiry, and 
quotations are lic. lower at 45%@46c. 

ANTIMONY.—The declining tendency 
of the ore abroad induces expectations 
of further reductions in powdered 
needle on spot, but dealers are reluct- 
ant to depart from the current basis, 
maintaining that it already represents 
a loss. 

BAYBERRY WAX.—Freer arrivals 
upon a market that has been backward 
for a considerable time have estab- 
lished values more in buyers’ favor at 
20@23c. 

CANTHARIDES.—Some dealers con- 
tinue to list the Chinese variety under 
this classification, while others, unwill- 
ing to take any chances, in view of the 
recent ruling of the appraisers, have 
designated the grade as Chinese blis- 
tering flies or beetles. No word has 
been received as yet from the authori- 
ties at Washington on the question of 
trade designation. No recent changes 
Lave been occasioned on quotations for 
Russian or Chinese. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—The same quo- 
tations may be reported after a series 
of declines extending over’ several 
months, and dealers are beginning to 
base their confidence in a recovery. 
About the only encouraging factor is 
the firmer manifestation on the part of 
primary holders. Late mail advices 
from Brazil stated that exporters were 
not disposed to offer until improve- 
ment had been scored in the consum- 
ing centers. 

CASTILE SOAP.—Advices received 
in a leading quarter at the close re- 
ported an advance of ec. for Conti’s 
white over next year to 10%c. ex dock, 
and 10%c. from store. The new sched- 
ule takes effect on shipments from Leg. 
horn after December 31. 

COCAINE.—If the demand were of a 
more satisfactory extent the market, it 
is believed, would favor a manifestation 
of firmer views owing to the enhance- 
ment of the raw material. The intense 
competition which has featured the 
market for some time has driven prices 
to a level at which the crude factories 
in Peru have found it unprofitable to 
operate. 

COCOA BUTTER.—In sympathy 
with the lower range recently reported 
for bulk, quotations for 12-lb. boxes are 
slightly easier; 44c. can be done, but 
for some of the more favored brands 
up to 50c is maintained. 

GLYCERINE.—The unusually favor- 
able conditions which have dominated 
the market for C. P. during the last few 
months have been somewhat clouded of 
late by the uncertainty and unsettle- 
ment of the dynamite situation. Sales 
of the latter during recent weeks, we 
are advised, have been unprecedentedly 
light, owing to the general depression. 
Orders have been canceled and deliver- 
ies on contracts have been postponed. 
Under this state of affairs it is impos- 
sible to impart any significance to quo- 
tations. The question that is causing 
concern to refiners is, How will it af-

Barks. 


Soap bark has been the center of 
more than the usual interest during a 
generally dull week, inquiries for fair- 
ly large lots having been stimulated, 
probably by the upward trend of Con- 
tinental values. The producing dis- 
tricts are said to be no longer a fac- 
tor, supplies having been absorbed. In. 
terest was chiefly in crushed, for which 
up to 74c. was maintained at the close. 
The import cost was placed at this 
figure. In one quarter a limited quan- 
tity was found available at 6%c. Quo- 
tations for whole bark may be repeated 
at 6@6%4c 

There has been no appreciable in- 
terruption to the free movement of 
white pine and wild cherry bark into 
consuming channels, and the tendency 
of the market for voth varieties igs de- 
cidedly firm, 

The better grades of sassafras bark 
are held at 18@lic. Some quotations 
have been current down to a level that 
is calculated to excite suspicion, as to 
quality. 

Cascara sagrada has followed the 
same uneventful lines, and there is a 
suggestion of softness to the market. 


Beans. 


Nothing has developed to affect the 
vanilla bean situation during the week, 
and the holiday dullness is in effect 
throughout. Dealers do not appear 
confident that consuming requirements 
will be manifested at an early day, as 
there is little doubt of the liberality 
with which these channels were stocked 
early in the year. In fact, surplus lots 
are being offered back regularly to the 
distributtg trade. The buoyant ideas 
of primary holders of Bourbons do not 
seem to have suffered any setback, 
but there is little, if anything, in the 
local situation to lend any suggestion 
of support to these inflated views. 
When buyers are ready to operate, the 
high level of values will undoubtedly 
sound a note of caution. Almost every 
condition is opposed to the unusually 
favorable situation a year ago. Reports 
from Mexico indicate the prospects of 
a fine quality crop of whole beans, 
owing to the rains late in November 
and early the present month. Cuts, 
however, will probably not be up to the 
standard of whole beans, having fallen 
before the needed rains. In quantity, 
the crop is likely to be below that of 
last year. The first arrival of white 
beans at San Francisco in two months 
was received on December 20, aggregat- 
ing 300 tins, the vessel on which the 
November shipment from, the produc- 
ing district was made having met with 
a mishap. 






































Berries. 


Except for occasional advices from 
abroad indicating continued strength, 
the market for cubeb berries has lapsed 
into an uninteresting position with 
nothing to affect the course of spot 
values. Dealers’ views still cover a 
wide range of quotations, the inside 
figures applying to jobbing quantities, 
There is little inquiry for anything ex- 
ceeding jobbing limits. Junipers are 
quiet, with supplies considerably in ex- 
cess of requirements, but there hag been 
no occasion to vary the lately prevail- 
ing basis of 34%@3'%c. Sloe berries de- 
serve their name and the market is 
easy at 15@lé6c. 


Essential Oils. 


Conditions governing the Messina oil 
situation remain practically as previ- 
ously reported. The lack of incentive 
to operate for forward delivery has 
been emphasized by the holiday sea- 
son, and developments soon after the 
turn of the year are not counted upon 
to influence any material change for 
the better. We are advised that some 
local dealers have been induced to per- 
mit deliveries on contracts which ex- 
pire with the year to extend into the 
opening of 1908. According to mail ad- 
vices lately received here, there had 
been no high grade oils pressed at the 
time of writing, the first production 
having been from immature or bruised 
fruit, which had been knocked from the 
trees. New bergamot available for 
shipment was said not to be up toa 
35 per cent. ester standard, but old 
goods of 36@38 per cent. were offered 
for prompt dispatch. Quotations may 
be repeated for all descriptions, but

Interest in peppermint continues to 
lag, and holders in the country mani- 
fest more concern to move their stocks, 
Bids on the part of local dealers have 
been urged, but they are not forth- 
coming. Requirements for the holiday 
trade were well cared for by holdover 
supplies, and there will be little to 
prompt any particular show of buying 
interest until spring. 

In several quarters it is maintained 
that the recent scarcity of cassia on 
spot has not been relieved, the slight 
relaxation of values being attributed 
to the effect of cheaper offerings for 
arrival. We find $1.55@1.60 the pre- 
vailing range for 75@80 per cent, 

There is an easy undertone to the 
market for citronella, influenced by the 
primary situation, and quotations are 
regarded as of little more than nominal 
significance. 

Clove oil is slow, and while the same 
quotations are current sellers do not 
appear confident of their stability. 


Flowers. 


We have to record the same lack of 
Aevelopments of interest in this depart- 
ment and trading has followed entirely 
routine lines. The well maintained 
course of calendula flowers does not 
seem to have been affected by the pre- 
vailing dullness, the limited supplies 
being held at 55@57c. There is no quo- 
table change in Roman chamomiles, 
but the Hungarain flowers command the 
more favorable attention and values 
for the latter are on the steadier basis. 
Dealers concede that American saffron 
is entirely nominal at quotations and 
there is little doubt that if there were 
any buyers, they would be able to 
operate to advantage. 


Gums, 


The camphor situation has been prac- 
tically featureless during the week, a 
condition that is incident to the season. 
The market does not reflect the same 
degree of keenness and comparatively 
little buying interest is manifested. In 
several of the leading quarters 70@7Ilc. 
is maintained for American refined, but 
one refiner has not withdrawn his quo- 
tations 2c. below this basis, although 
doubt has been expressed as to his will- 
ingness to fill any orders of conse- 
quence at the prices named. Cable ad- 
vices from primary and European cen- 
ters have been almost in abeyance. 
Japan is believed to have little refined 
for prompt or early shipment. Chinese 
crude for direct shipment was offered 
at 175s. and the opinion was voiced 
that with a moderate degree of buying 
interest evinced a 200s. level was prob- 
able. Londyn stocks of camphor on 
November 30 last were heavy, aggre- 
gating 2,986 packages, against 422 and 
249 packages on the corresponding day 
in 1906 and 1905, respectively. 

The market for Curacao aloes in 
boxes is still irregular. Single pack- 
ages are reported available in one quar- 
ter at 8c., but so far we can ascertain 
none of the other holders is disposed 
to meet this figure, the prevailing range 
being 9@10c. 

Several car lots of Mexican chicle 
have been sold at 36c., and the same 
quotation was said to have been ac- 
cepted for a smaller parcel. The gen- 
eral jobbing basis is 40@48c. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


A firmer tone has been imparted to 
belladonna leaves, particularly for the 
grades which satisfy the U. S. P. re- 
quirements, of which the market is in 
short supply. For goods answering 
this standard up to l6éc. has been paid. 
Other qualities are available down to 
11%c. 

The first arrival of new short buchu 
leaves was reported late in the week 
which was held at a level that would 
seem to justify a maintenance of cur- 
rent prices for prime green qualities, 

New supplies of grindelia robusta 
have been received, for which the old 
figure of 7c. is asked. The cost from 
the coast is placed within a slight frac- 
tion of this price. 


Roots. 

Reports of further improvement in 
golden seal as a result of the disposal 
of the cheaper offerings for export 
have lacked confirmation, and there is 





no doubt as to the availability of the 
lots at $1.85. In fact, it has been stated 
that less can be done in quarters where 
there is more than the usual desire to 
realize on present holdings. 

German dandelion is again easier at 
lic., the demand being practically nil. 
Some holders have not met this figure, 
which is said to .represent the ap- 
proximate cost. In some _ instances 
quotations from primary centers are 
in excess of the spot parity, and with 
any manifestation of buying interest 
the market is regarded as in a fair 
position for recovery. 

There have been no further develop- 
ments of interest in senega, quotationg 
having remained at 48@50c. 

Advices from a leading distributing 
point placed the extent of stocks of 
senega in the Northwest at 159,000 
pounds, of which 40,000 pounds were on 
hand or in transit for Winnipeg. Prices 
were reported firm on account of the 
competition among buyers. Among 
buyers at Winnipeg the average price 
was said to be about 46c. This, it was 
stated, accounted for the large stocks 
held over, buyers being unable to sell 
at a profit. 

; Seeds. 

The market has lacked the interest- 
ing developments that characterized it 
during the previous week. Quince seed, 
which followed such a lively upward 
movement, has remained stationary at 
60c., at which sales have been reported, 
No further change has been occasioned 
in Levant wormseed, but the 6c. quota- 
tion named previously for ex-dock par- 
cels has been found to apply to store 
goods. Celery is available at a slightly 
easier basis, 74@8c. Dutch caraway is 
maintained at 8@8%c. German fennel 
is in light supply and for bright green 
seed 9@10c. is asked. A less desirable 
quality is available at 8%4c. Cardamoms 
are reported in easier tendency. Revi- 
sions in mustard seed prices place Ger- 
man yellow at 4%@5c. and English yel- 
low at 54@5%c. We have the follow- 
ing advices on the California situa- 
tion :— 

San Francisco, Dec. 20, 1907. 

Since our last advices our market is entirely 
cleaned up on yellow seed, last sales being 
made as high as 5c. f. o. b. Coast. On Trieste 
seed we estimate the present stock not to ex- 
ceed 2,500@3,000 sacks, or about six cars of 
500 bags each. There is no seed left in farm- 
ers’ hands at the present time. We are 
quoting Trieste to-day from 3%@3%\c. f. 0, b. 
Coast, depending on quality. It is too early 
now to say what the prospects will be for the 
coming crop of 1908, but we shall be pleased to 
keep you advised as soon as we can give you 
any further information. 


Shellac. 


The holiday character of the situa- 
tion has been in effect in the foreign 
quarters as well as on spot, and leaves 
little of noteworthy interest in general 
conditions. The most tangible develop. 
ment of the week in the local market 
has been the arrival of comparatively 
cheap goods on the Statzenfels and 
the Rotterdam. The most material 
change as a result is the decline in A. 
C. garnet to 20c., the lately prevailing 
scarcity having caused a considerable 
enhancement of values. The fine 
orange marks have also been affected, 
being now offered at 50@5ic. for D. C. 
and at 48@49c. for Diamond I. and V. 
S. O. Free T. N. can be had from these 
arrivals at 26c. Other changes include 
bleached commercial at 27@28c., and 
bone dried at 33@35c. Cable advices 
to the Reporter named 120s. for spot 
and 123s. for spring months T,. N. as 
the London closing quotations. The 
cost to import T. N. on January-Feb- 
ruary shipment from Calcutta was 
placed at 26%c. 


Spices. 


The holiday character of commercial 
affairs generally has been particuarly 
impressed upon this market, which is 
influenced to such a material extent 
by foreign sources. Cable communica- 
tion has been practically in abeyance, 
there having been no incentive to im- 
mediate dispatches on the part of 
either shippers or importers. The vol- 
ume of local trading has been measured 
by consumers’ actual requirements and 
their occasional entry into the market 
confirms dealers’ views that supplies 
in grinders’ hands are generally low 
and that, with confidence again re- 
stored, speculative interest is likely to

London Drug Market. 
London, Dec, 14, 1907, 


The approach of Christmas is generally ac- 
companied by a falling off in the volume 
of business transacted on the London drug 
market and this has accentuated the flat- 
ness which has been normal for some time. 
The high bank rate has naturally militated 
against speculation and the general financial 
depression has further restricted dealing. The 
absence of American orders has been se- 
verely felt in some quarters, but recent 
events across the Atlantic are not viewed 
with an altogether unfavorable eye on this 
side, as there are merchants who look to 
their export business benefiting in conse- 
Quence of shaken credit in the States. 

The changes since last writing are not 
very numerous and almost without excep- 
tion the tendency has been downward. 
Thymol, glycerine and codliver oil are 
practically the only articles of importance 
which have appreciated. Ammonia sulphate, 
earbolic acid, citric acid, cream of tartar, 
and tartaric acid are somewhat easier and 
decided falls are noticed in crude China 
camphor to arrive, carnauba wax, the best 
grades of castorum and in cinchona bark, 
following the lower prices at Amsterdam. 

In acid carbolic the tendency is once more 
against sellers, crude of 75 per cent. is 
quoted at is, 114d, and 50 per cent. at Is. 
5d.@1s. Stad. per gallon, but for good orders 
a shade under these prices is being ac- 
cepted. Crystals, too, are easier at 4%@6d. 
for 39@40 deg. and 4%@4%d_, for 34@35 deg. 

The market for citric acid is weak and 
the anticipiated reduction which was fore- 
casted in last letter has now set in, both 
English and foreign being obtainable at Is. 
Sd. per Ilb., but the feeling indicates that 
prices will go still lower. Tartaric acid, too, 
has eased off slightly at far as English is 
concerned, the value being now 11@11\%d, per 
lb., foreign still being called lld. Another 
kindred article, cream of tartar, has dropped 
ls. at 87s. per cwt. for 98 per cent. foreign 
powder and Ss. for 95 per cent. 

The quotations for ammonium sulphate are 
down all round, the London prompt price for 
24 per cent. gray being now £11 15s., Beckton 
spot, £12 5s., Liverpoo) £11 18s. 9d., Leith 
£12 3s, 9d. to £12 5s. per ton. Benzol, 90 per 
cent., is lower at 8%@S8%d, per gallon; 50 
per cent. maintains its price at 84@8'éd., but 
little business is passing in either, 

As stated last week the makers of san- 
tonine have announced a drastic reduction, 
the figures asked being only one-half of those 
previously obtained, the range being 18@1S8s. 
3d. per lb. for 2 cwt. lots, 18s. 6d, for 1 cwt., 
19s. 6d, for 28 lbs, and 2s. for smaller 
quantities. 

Nitrate of soda has fallen to £11 10s, per 
ton for refined and £11 5s. for agricultural; 
otherwise soda salts maintain their old 
prices, as do also potash compounds. Japan 
crude antimony is still falling away and £30 
per ton spot will now purchase, with ec, i. f. 
about £5 lower. English regulus, however, 
still commands £32 10s.@£36. 

The price ruling at the moment for in- 
dustrial spirit is 10d. per proof gallon, but 
the recently formed combine of distillers 
announce that from January 1 next the 
price will be raised to 11%d. The rise is 
assigned to increased cost of material, but 
many believe that it marks the beginning of 
a series of rises due to the formation of what 
is practically a monopoly in British spirit, 
while recent high prices ruling in Germany 
do not render that country a serious competi- 
tor, 

The position of glycerine is a very strong 
one and yesterday (December 13), an ad- 
vance of £2 per ton was made in the price 
of chemically pure, 

In quinine nothing has been doing, buyers 
holding off in anticipation of lower prices 
prevailing in view of the large quantities 
of bark offered at Thursday’s Amsterdam 
auction, The total weights put up constituted 
a record, i. e., 1.076,184 kilos, representing 
a quinine content of 65,863 kilos and the 
unit realized only 3.71 cents per % kilo 
against 4.26 cents at the sales last month. 
There is, however, no change at present in 
quotations, second hand holders remain silent 
and leading makers hold out no hope of a 
reduction, 

Camphor is inclined to recede from recent 
advances and crude China can now be ob- 
tained a shade under the quoted spot price 
of 1%s. per cwt., while 185s., c. i. f., has 
bebn accepted. English and German refined 
show no change; English balls are 2s. 10d, 
per lb. and German, 2s. 8%d.; Japanese re- 
fined is quoted 2s.

3d, c. i. f, are 
now the prices. Cassia oil maintains its 
high spot price of 63. 64.@7s. American pep- 
permint is slow of sale at 10s. 11d. per Ib. 
for H. G. H. and Wayne county in tins at 7s. 
Japanese dementholized fetches 4s, 10d. for 
Suzuki and Kobayashi. Eucalyptus is quietly 
steady at is. 3%d. for globulus. 

The week’s market in shellac has been 
somewhat irregular, following changes in the 
rupee price in Calcutta. There was an en- 
hancement in the value of futures early in 
the week and for second orange 120s. was 
paid for January and 125s. for May. These 
figures, however, were not maintained, but 
the position at the moment is firm, and for 
March delivery 118s, has been paid and 
higher prices are likely.

Thymol is one of the few articles in which 
there has been an appreciable advance and 
shortage of raw material has caused a rise 
of about 1s. per lb. to 7s.

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Russian Turpentine. 


ENGLISH IMPORTATION OF RAW PROD- 
UCT FOR DISTILLATION. 


Consul-General R. J. Wynne, of London, 
states that he is informed that Russian 
eturpentine in a crude state is imported 
into England in various grades, and fur- 
nishes the following market information:— 


The price to-day is quoted at 22s. ($5.35) 
to 27s. ($6.57) per hundredweight. It is re- 
fined in England by chemical treatment 
and distillation. One firm quotes refined 
at 27s. 6d. ($6.69); extra refined at 31s. 
($7.54), and extra extra at 34s. ($8.27). They 
state the refined qualities to have specific 
gravity 0.860 to 0.865, and flash point % to 
102 deg. F. close test. 

There has been for many years an im- 
portation into England of Russian turpen- 
tine which has largely increased during 
the last few years in consequence of the 
high price ruling for American turpentine, 
This turpentine is shipped not only to 
England but to all the Continental ports, 
both single distilled and double and treble 
distilled. It is believed that a certain 
quantity is exported direct to the United 
States; there are alse occasional _ ship- 
ments made from England to the United 
States. This turpentine in its once dis- 
tilled state is treated at a number of re- 
fineries in England, in some cases being 
double distilled and in others treble dis- 
tilled, and naturally the grade depends 
upon the process of distillation. 
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Edible Oils in Great Britain. 


The Oil and Colour Trades’ Journal, re- 
ferring to the manufacture of edible oils 
in Great Britain, has this to say:— 


“It is a question whether sufficient at- 
tention is being given in Great Britain to 
the development of the manufacture of 
oils for food. Our industrial oil trade 
is largely supplied by British-made ma- 
terial, but when it comes to the finer 
classes of oils we depend very largely 
upon foreign production. Take the case 
ot cotton oil for example. We are now 
crushing cottonseed at the rate of about 
three-quarters of a million tons per an- 
num; but the greater part of the product 
is a common oil unfit for the higher 
purposes, and as a consequence the aver- 
age price obtainable for it is low. Man- 
ufacturers of margarine depend largely 
upon the better qualities of American cot- 
ton oil, and it is well known that some 
of the finest cotton salad oils made in 
America are such that the expert finds 
a difficulty in distinguishing them from 
olive oil. We suggest that research 
should be undertaken with a view to 
discovering how such oils might be made 
in England. Of course this will cost 
money; but probably an adequate return 
will result. Crushers have lately enjoyed 
a favorable time so far as the disposal 
of their product is concerned; but this 
good time will not last forever, and 
sooner or later we shall come to a period 
when far too much cotton oil suitable 
for industrial purposes only will be com- 
ing into the market. This is as certain 
as fate; the date alone is uncertain. At 
the same time, the arrangements for 
supplying this market with the raw 
material in the shape of seed are widen- 
ing, and our Indian Empire alone is 
capable of giving us twice as much as 
we use at present. It is perfectly clear 
that a wider market for cotton oil will 
soon be required, and the question is 
whether, by timely research, we may 
prepare ourselves to produce a oil which 
will be of a quality to command at least 
the margarine-making market. Then there 
is sunflower seed oil, which has_ been 
almost entirely neglected here. There 
should be room for very great develop- 
ment in this trade. Russia seems to be 
showing us the way in this direction, but 
the years pass by and little is done in 
Great Britain, although the trade ought 
to be a very profitable one, both in con- 
nection with the growing and with the 
crushing of the seed. So far as the 
growing is concerned, there “is scarcely 
any plant which reproduces its seeds so 
lavishly as the sunflower. One hundred- 
fold is a mere nothing to what it can 
do. Five hundredfold has been counted 
on a single head, and a healthy plant 
will give 15 or 20 such heads. All that is 
wanted to stimulate cultivation is a 
steady market for the seed; and in a few 
years sunflower oil might be as import- 
ant a staple as cotton oil. Among 
other edible oils which need developing 
here is the ‘Arachide’ or ground nut oil, 
made so largely in Marseilles. The pity 
of it is that the raw material for the 
manufacture of this oil is a product of 
the British Empire, but instead of being 
manipulated in the Empire it is sent¢to 
the foreigner to deal with. A very im- 
portant fraction of the oil trade has 
been lost here, but it ought not to be 
too late to recapture it; and certainly 
were the business of supplying edible 
oils to manufacturers of butter substi- 
tutes developed in this country, as it 1s 
in America, crushers would soon find it 
profitable to secure their fair share of 
the Indian nut, and produce the oil at 
home. This subject, viz., the possibility 
of the enlarging of the borders of our 
trade and making those oils at home 
which we are now content to buy from 
abroad, is one upon which a great deal 
more could be said; but we leave the 
matter for the present in the hands of 
our readers, some of whom can no doubt 
contribute practical suggestions as to the 
way in which such extension is to be 
carried out.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Another week has passed without in- 
fluencing any material change to the in- 
dustrial :situation. Sentiment appears 
more cheerful with the approach of the 
new year, but business generally re- 
mains quiet. Dividends and reports of 
the various industrial companies have 
been mixed for the most part, tending 
to show that there is a good supply of 
work on hand, but not a great deal in 
sight. Still it may be conservatively 
assumed that business generally is 
working out about as well as could be 
hoped for, and each successive foot 
forward is a little easier than the last. 
One of the most disturbing features of 
the situation is the stagnation in the 
copper industry and in various metal 
producing concerns where prices have 
been cut repeatedly without stimulat- 
ing the consuming demand to any 
marked degree. The steel and iron 
busiress has been complicated in Eu- 
rope by further price cutting and this 
has added to the unsettled condition 
prevailing here, If the movement in 
these commodities would progress with 
regularity it would be possible to as- 
certain the shortest way to a resump- 
tion of normal industrial activity. The 
financial situation is gradually righting 
itself, a satisfactory influence has been 
the reduction of premium on currency 
to 4% of 1 per cent. It seems reasonable 
to expect that the premium will dis- 
appear entirely by the end of the year. 
There is $190,000,000 in dividends to be 
disbursed in January and the handling 
of this terrific proposition naturally 
taxes all the financial energy and con- 
sequently commercial paper has been 
quoted higher. 

The market for time money has ruled 
steady. Rates at the close of the week 
were 12@15 per cent, for 90 days and 8 
per cent. for six months. Money on call 
at the Stock Exchange ranged from 6@ 
25 per cent., the closing rate on Friday 
was 14 per cent. Mercantile paper has 
been in limited demand. Rates at the 
close were 8@10 per cent, for four to 
six months’ bills receivable; 8@10 per 
cent. for choice single names and 8@10 
per cent. for other grades. Bar sil- 
ver closed Friday at 52%c. Mexican 
dollars closed at 40%c,. bid and 46c. 
asked. The market for sterling ex- 
change has ruled easier, closing off on 
Friday. Rates for actual business at 
the close were 4.8455@4.8460 for demand. 
Cables 4.87@4.8705. Commercial bills 
were 4.78@4.79%. 

Once more the securities market has 
moved toward the dead center from 
which a new impulse alone will arouse 
it. Trading has been of insignificant 
proportions and interrupted by the hol- 
idays both here and abroad. Net 
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changes for the week have been unim- 
portant with small net losses predomi- 
nating. 

A representative of the American Can 
Compeny confirms the order of the Cal- 
ifornia Canners’ Association for 300,000,- 
000 cans. The order calls for delivery 
over a term of five years as required 
by purchaser’s wants. The company 
has many other orders beoked for fu- 
ture delivery, particularly from the Pa- 
cific coast, and thinks a material in- 
crease over 1906 booked crders are 
shown. All the plants are running 
about normal and prospects for 1908 
seem most satisfactory and bear good 
promise of showing increase in com- 
pany’s volume of business. 

Directors of the American Coal Prod- 
ucts Company have declared the regu- 
lar quarterly dividend of 1% per cent., 
payable January 1 to stock of record 
December 21. 

In the branches of trade covered by 
the Reporter, .National Lead was the 
only representative stock to show any 
activity. Transactions at best were not 
heavy and the range extended from 39 
@40c. A little over 1,000 shares changed 
hands, 


Directors of the United States Indus- 
trial Alcohol Company have declared 
the regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent. on the nealerred stock. The 
dividend is payable January 15. Books 
close January 8 and reopen January 16. 

The American Smelting and Refining 
Company and the United States Reduc- 
tion and Refining Company have an- 
nounced the most sweeping reductions 
in the rates for treatment and trans- 
portation ever known in the State of 
Colorado, where the cut is principally 
effective. The rates prevailing on Oc- 
tober 15 were a large reduction from 
former charges, but the recent cut is 
about 20 per cent. or 25 per cent. under 
October figures, 

Directors of the United States Glass 
Company have declared the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1 per cent., pay- 
able January 15. 

Directors of the United States Smelt- 
ing, —— and Mining Company 
have declared a quarterly dividend of 
1 per cent. (50 cents a share) on the 
common stock. Three months ago 1% 
per cent. (87% cents) a share was de- 
ciared. Common stock dividends were 
inaugurated with a payment of 1% per 
eent. a share on April 15, 1907.

French Farm Aldohol. 


LOW STRENGTH USED, BUT CHEAP 
STILLS WILL PRODUCE HIGH TEST. 


Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, of 
Marseilles, sends the following supple- 
mentary report on the use of small al- 
cohol stills in France:— 

The publication of my previous report 
on alcohol in France in the issue of Daily 
Consular and Trade Reports for Septem- 


‘ber 12 has evidently occasioned some sur- 


prise to American manufacturers of dis- 
tilling apparatus, who were under the 
impression that the low-priced stills in 
daily common use in France would not 
yield an alcohol of higher strength than 
50 deg. My correspondence also discloses 
the apparent fact that no American man- 
ufacturers are at present building small 
stills within the reach of the average 
farmer, and that if the benefits of the 
denatured alcohol law are to be extended 
to practical agriculturists the education 
of both manufacturers and farmers in 
regard to distilling methods must pro- 
ceed simultaneously. 

One of my correspondents says:— 

Our information, so far secured in Germany, 
is to the effect that these small stills will not 
make an alcohol of higher grade than 50 de- 
grees. We understand that it has to be redis- 
tilled before it is suitable for use as fuel, and 
brought up to 90 degrees. The present interest 
in the United States is largely concerned with 
the availability of alcohol for heat, light and 
power. Your article would seem to indicate 
that the small distillers in France make alco- 
hol of 70 degrees strength. We would like 
very much to have you advise us what market 
is found for alcohol of this strength, and the 
average cost of the redistillation necessary to 
bring it up to 90 degrees. 

I have submitted these points to two 
of the most prominent French firms man- 
ufacturing stills, and from their replies 
and catalogues now in hand it is perfect- 
ly clear that there is no reason what- 
ever why cheap stills now on sale in this 
market may not produce an alcohol of 
even greater strength than that of 90 deg., 
if the interest of the manufacturer re- 
quires him to produce an alcohol of this 
kind. As a matter of fact, the French 
farmer ordinarily is not interested in the 
market to which my American corre- 
spondent refers, but desires an eau-de-vie 
of from 50 deg. to 70 deg. alcoholic 
strength for domestic use. When a high- 
er degree is required, a supplementary 
device is attached to the ordinary alam- 
bics, so that by one distillation alcohols 
of # deg. and 92 deg. and even beyond 
that figure may be obtained. 

It is unnecessary here to enter into 
full details in regard to the mechanical 
devices, as I am arranging to have my 
correspondents supplied with trade cata- 
logues containing all possible informa- 
tion upon this subject. The important 
point which might be dwelt upon profit- 


ably in any publicity campaign contem- 
plated in this connection is that the dis- 
tilling process is an exceedingly simple 
one, and that with a mechanical outfit 
constructed according to the best modern 
experience it is perfectly possible, by a 
single operation, to produce an alcohol 
of sufficiently high proof to be utilized 
for light, heat, and power, particularly 
if the distiller disposes of raw material 
of high quality, such as damaged wine 
and the pulp of grapes, apples, pears, 
prunes, and cherries from which the juice 
has already been extracted. Whether 
equally favorable results could be ob- 
tained by the distillation of potatoes and 
grains, | have my doubts. At all events, 
as explained in my _ previous report, 
French farmers are seldom interested in 
the treatment of material of this kind. 
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French Olive Growing. 


THE HIGHER PRICES RBALIZED RBVIVH 
THE INDUSTRY. . 


Consul-General R. P. Skinner, of Mar- 
seilles, furnishes the following review of 
the olive trade of France:— 

I am unable to report the exact acreage 
devoted to olive culture in France. This 
is necessarily a matter for speculation, 
there being perhaps as many trees plant- 
ed along roadsides or alternating with al- 
mond trees as in large orchards. This is 
equally true as regards the annual crop 
of oil and pickled olives. Thousands of 
farmers crush just enough fruit or pickle 
just enough for their own uses, and it is 
impossible to get at the figures. The of- 
ficial] figures in regard to the French olive 
crop are as follows:—Average annual 
crop during ten years up to and includ- 
ing 1904:—Production, 124,204 tons; value, 
$4,580,457; value per ton, $36.86. In 1904 the 
total production was 115,626 tons; total 
value, $4,098,071; and value per ton, $33.44. 
In 1905 it was 85,181 tons, with a total 
value of $3,948,386, and a per ton value of 


The statistics for Algeria in 1905 were:— 
Number of trees, 6,371,778; tons of olives, 
361,251; gallons of oil, 11,092,359; tons of 
o—_ crushed, 331,517; tons consumed, 

|, (00. 

The exports of olive oil from France in 
196 amounted to 22,820 tons, in 190 to 
21,974 tons, and in 1904 to 19,596 tons. The 
imports of olive oil into France during the 
same years amounted to 41,025, 28,216 and 
47,186 tons, respectively. 

In 1850 a hard winter killed a large pro- 
portion of all the olive trees in Provence, 
so that few existing orchards are older 
than 57 years. When cotton oil came into 
this market a few years ago the effect 
was to reduce the price of oil, and for a 
time many farmers not only planted no 
more trees, but uprooted many they then 
had. During the last few years better 
conditions prevail, the average value of 
the fruit per quintal (220 pounds) having 
advanced from $3.54 in 1904 to $4.63 in 1905. 
With the exceedingly high range of prices 
now prevailing for all vegetable oils, 
French farmers who exercise care in 
growing and crushing their fruits should 
find olives a profitable crop.

The olive gatherers are paid from 40 centimes 
(8 cents) per double decaliter of fruit. A 
double decaliter weighs, according to the qual- 
ity of the fruit, 12.6 kilos (27.65 pounds), bring- 
ing the cost of gathering up to 382 france 
($6.17) per ton of 1,000 kilos (2,204 pounds). 
The gatherers make an average of 3.5 to 4 
francs ($0.68 to $0.77) per day. The prices of 
oil sold at wholesale at the press are exceed- 
ingly variable. In Provence the average price 
is generally 150 to 160 francs per 100 kilos 
($28.95 to $30.88 per 220 pounds), but in cer- 
tain regions, where the quality is really su- 
perior, the prices are correspondingly higher. 
A ton of olives yields about 160 kilos (352.74 
pounds) of oil—that is to say, 2 kilos (4.41 
pounds) per double decaliter. Of course the 
wholesale price of oil at the mill is increased 
re a Saeereer by the cost of filtering, decant- 
ng, ete, 

The quality and the yield of comestible 
oil per ton of fruit turns largely upon the 
degree of ripeness at the moment of 
crushing. In Provence, where quality is 
sougl , the fruit is never completely ripe 
when gathered, and the yield in oil varies 
from 18 to 25 per cent. of the weight 
crushed. The residue, consisting of pulp 
and stone, now contains from 10 to 12 per 
cent. of oil, and is worth 40 francs ($7.72) 

er ton at present. The pulp separated 
rom the stones contains from 2 to 25 per 
cent, of oil and brings from 80 to 100 
francs ($15.44 to $19.30) per ton. This ma- 
terial is commonly sold to companies 
who treat it by chemical process, every 
particle of oil being secured.

Manufacturers May Be Compelled 


to Answer Census Inquiries, 


BILL DRAFTED BY REPRESENTATIVE 
CRUMPACKER OF INDIANA DELEGATES 
FULL AUTHORITY TO DIRECTOR OF 
CENSUS TO FRAMB SCHEDULES OF 
INQUIRY AND PROVIDES PENAL- 
TIES FOR REFUSAL TO ANSWER. 


Washington, Dec. 27, 1907. 


The House Committee on the Census 
will take up for consideration soon after 
the holiday recess a bill which has been 
drafted by Representative Crumpacker, 
of Indiana, chairman of the committee, 
providing for the taking of the thirteenth 
and subsequent decennial censues. The 
thirteenth census, as applied to manu- 
facturers, will cover as nearly as prac- 
ticable the calendar year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1909, and the schedules therefor 
will be prepared by the Census Bureau 
during the coming fiscal year. It is 
theretore regarded as important that the 
Crumpacker bill should pass during the 
present session, if possible, and certainly 
during the present Congress. 

A feature of this measure of great im- 
portance to all manufacturers, and espe- 
cially to the paint and varnish trades, 
which have suffered much annoyance be- 
cause of the somewhat inquisitorial char- 
acter of the schedules of inquiry sent 
out at previous census periods, will be the 
propositions adopted to confer authority 
upon the director of the census to frame 
inquiries and to compel manufacturers 
to answer them under severe penalties 
for refusal to do so or for suppliying 
false or misleading information. Readers 
of the Reporter will remember that when 
the first quinquennial census of 19% was 
gathered a number of manufacturers in 
the paint and varnish industry declined 
to answer certain of the questions in- 
corporated in theCensus Bureau schedules. 
This refusal was not arbitrary or unrea- 
sonable, but was based upon valid busi- 
ness reasons, and especially the necessity 
of preventing the disclosure of individual 
operations, which even the precautions 
taken by the bureau could not render 
inviolate. The statute under which the 
census of 190% was taken penalized the 
refusal to furnish information, but acting 
upon the advice of the law officers of the 
department and also moved by a desire 
to secure the co-operation of the manu- 
facturers of the country in obtaining a 
complete and accurate census, the di- 
rector and .is assistants decided not to 
invoke the aw but rather to confer with 
the leading trade organizations in pre- 
paring the schedules for succeeding cen- 
sus periods. 

In drawing the bill providing for the 
taking of the thirteenth census, however, 
Representative Crumpacker  has_- en- 
deavored not only to clothe the director 
of the census with full authority to pre- 
pare such schedules of inquiry as he 
may deem necessary to secure the infor- 
mation which the bureau will endeavor 
to present in its completed reports, but 
also to provide a workable statute under 
which persons refusing to give the de- 
sided information may be prosecuted and 
punished. Mr. Crumpacker’s measure 
outlines the scope of the schedules of in- 
quiry to be used for the next census as 
follows:— 

“The schedules of inquiries relating to man- 
ufactures and to mines and quarries shall in- 
clude the name and location of each establish- 
ment; character of organization, whether in- 
dividual, co-operative or other form; charac- 
ter of business or kind of goods manufactured; 
amount of capital invested; number of pro- 
prietors, firm members, copartners, or offi- 
cers, and the amount of their salaries; number 
of employes and the amount of their wages; 
quantitv and cost of materials used in man- 
ufactured; amount of miscellaneous expenses; 
quantity and value of products; time in opera- 
tion during the census year; character and 
quantity of power used, and character and 
number of machines employed. 

The census of manufactures and of mines 
and quarries shall relate to the year ending 
December 31 next preceding the enumeration 
of population and shall be confined to mines 
and quarries and manufacturing establishments 
which were in active operation during all or 
a nortion of that year and had a product val- 
ued at $500 or more. The census of manufac- 
tures shall furthermore be confined to manu- 
facturing establishments conducted under what 
is known as the factory system, exclusive of 
the so-called neighborhood and mechanical in- 
dustries. 

‘“‘Whenever he shall deem it expedient, the 
director of the census may charge the collec- 
tion of these statistics upon special agents or 
upon detailed employes, to be employed without 
respect to locality. 

“The form and subdivision of inquiries neces- 
sary to secure the information under the fore- 
going topics shall be determined by the director 
of the census.”’ 

It will be noted that while the pro- 
posed law specifies the general classifica- 
tion of inquiries it leaves the form and 
sub-division of such inquiries solely to the 
discretion of the Director of the Census. 

A specific and decidedly drastic feature 
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designed to compel manufacturers to dis- 
close all information required by the Cen- 
sus Bureau is included in Mr, Crum- 
packer’s measure as follows:— 

“And it shall be the duty of every owner, 
president, treasurer, secretary, director, agent 
or other officer of any manutacturing estabush- 
ment, mine, quarry or other estabiishment of 
productive inaustry, whether conducted as & 
corporation, firm, limited liability company or 
by private individuals, when requested by the 
Director of the Censue or by any supervisor, 
enumerator, speciai agent or other employe of 
the Census Office, acting under the instructions 
of the said Director, to answer comp.etely and 
correctly to the best of his knowleage ail ques- 
tions on any census schedule applying to such 
establishment; and any owner, president, 6eC- 
retary, director, agent or other officer of any 
manufacturing estabiishment, mine, quarry or 
other establishment of productive industry, who 
under the conditions hereinbefore stated shall 
retuse or willfully neglect to answer any ot 
these questions, or shall wilifully give answers 
that are talse, ehall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not exceeding ten thousand dollars, or 
imprisoned for a period not exceeding one year, 
or both so fined and imprisoned, at the discre- 
tion of the court. The provisions of this sec- 
tion shall also apply to the collection or the 
information required and authorized by the act 
entitled ‘An act to provide for a permanent 
Census Office,’ and by acts amendatory thereof 
or supplemental thereto.’’ 

The bill further provides that all fines 
and penalties imposed thereby ‘‘may be 
enforced by indictment or information in 
any court of competent jurisdiction,” 
which is understood to mean any federal 
court in the district in which the parties 
refusing to comply with the law may 
reside, 

For the protection of manufacturers the 
Crumpacker bill will also contain a pro- 
vision forbidding tbe Director of the Cen- 
sus from publishing or disclosing any 
statistics regarding individual operations, 
as follows: 

“That the information furnished by the 
operators of mines and quarries, manufacturing 
establishments and corporations or individuais 
engaged in productive or other industry shall 
be used only for the statistical purposes for 
which it is supplied. No publication shall be 
made by the Census Office wnereby the data 
furnished by any individual establishment can 
be identified, nor shall the Director of the Cen- 
sus permit any one other than the sworn em- 
ployees of the Census Office to examine the 
individual reports.’’ 

Employes who make public information 
received by them in their official capacity 
are also punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, 

in considering the terms of Mr, Crum- 
packer’s measure manufacturers will do 
well to delegate to their respective trade 
organizations the duty of taking up with 
the Census Bureau the details of such 
schedule of inquiry as in the past have 
contained requests for information which 
should not be made public in any form. 
it will be remembered that the Census 
Bureau does not publish the statistics of 
the operations of individual firms or cor- 
porations where there are less than three 
establishments engaged in the same in- 
dustry in the territory covered by the 
published data. In compiling a_ report 
upon the industries of New York city, 
for example, the statistics covering a cer- 
tain industry in which there might be but 
two establishments would not be reported 
separately for that industry but would be 
tabulated under iiie head of “all other 
industries.”’ 

In spite of these precautions, however, 
it frequently happened that a single es- 
tablishment in a given territory produces 
so large a proportion of the output of that 
industry in that district that the published 
tabulation, even though it may include 
the operations of half a dozen other small 
concerns, will disclose much information 
of value to competitors and correspond- 
ingly injurious to the concern supplying 
the data upon the Bureau’s demand. The 
Bureau oOlficials fully appreciate these 
possibilities and it is believed they will be 
found ready and willing to cooperate with 
responsible parties in preparing such 
schedules and in adopting such methods 
as will prevent the disclosure of business 
secrets but which at the same time will 
enable the Government to publish a com- 
prehensive and accurate census of the 
leading industries of the country.

rapidly, especially where they are in the midst 
of oil wells. 

The Great Western Refinery at Erie, Kansas, 
is putting the finishing touches on a wax plant. 

It is announced a refinery will be built at 
once at Bartlesville. 

The Uncle Sam Oil Company is preraring to 
start up its refineries at Atchison and Tulsa. 

The C. D. Webster refinery at Tulsa expects 
to be ready for operation in two or three 
weeks. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company is buying a 
good many tanks of oil from producers this 
month. 

The city of Iola has made overtures to the 
Kansas Natural Gas Company to connect the 
city’s lines to the gas company’s main line, as 
an emergency measure in time of cold weather. 

Topeka and other up-State cities are consid- 
erably exercised because their gas supply is 
short in cold weather. The gas company is 
building another pumping station to force the 
gas through, but it will be some weeks before 
it is completed. 

Several dry holes have been Grilled on the 
northern edge of the shallow sand pool, cir- 
cumscribing the limits of the field. till it is 
believed the operator will jump over the 
dusters and find a new pool, as has been done 
so many times in the shallow sand country. 

A well is starting on the Edwards tract in 
34-27-16, Delaware district. This is the lease 
Independence men _ sent representatives’ to 
Cuba to get. It was a rush to see who would 
get it. It is stated that the lease cost upwards 
of $10,000. The result of the first hole is be- 
ing watched with interest. 

The Cudahy Oil Company is drilling its No. 
4 on the Stokes land in 23-27-12, Bartlesville 
district, 

The Selby Oil Company got a good revenue 
maker in No, 24 on the T. J. Berryhill lease, 
18-17-12, Glenn. It started off at 450 barrels 
natural, 

The Lieber Oil Company’s No. 12 on the A, 
L. Lieber farm, 18-17-12, Glenn pool, made 
600 barrels the first 24 houre. It was not shot. 

On the Grayson allotment the Deming In- 
vestment Comanpy is trying its luck for a sec- 
ond time. This is in 6-16-16, Creek, near 
Coweta. 

The Cinco Oil Company and McConnell have 
completed their last well on the J. N. Sjaolor 
tract, 34-27-13, Weber pool, where drilling has 
been in progress for the last year. No. 12 is 
rated as a 150-barrel producer. Drilling has 


been discontinued on both of the Shailor tracts, 

The test at Marietta, ten miles north of the 
Red River in the Chickasaw nation, was drilled 
to a depth of 1,600 feet and was a duster. So 
far the many ventures in this south country 
have proved for the most part absolute losses. 
Just enough has been found to encourage the 
unterrified oil prospector to go after it again, 
and there is that ever present possibility that 
the next hole will open a gold mine, 

M. 8. Wilson’s prospect hole at Procter, 
1-16-16, Creek, is down 1,500 feet with nothing 
in the way of a pay. Nearly all the distance 
down has been through a hard substance re- 
sembling the Trenton rock formation. The 
well is located on the Marshall farm. Wilson 
has been an uncompromising and venturesome 
prospector and hae done a great deal of wild- 
catting the last year or two. 

There is little work in the Morris pool. The 
Matson Oil Company has just completed No. 4, 
Atkin’s 28-14-19, for a small producer. Levy 
& Co. are still drilling their No. 1 on the 
Anderson in 35-14-14. The Okmulgee Coal and 
Brick Company has a well drilling on the 
Morris town site, 18-13-14, in search of gas for 
fuel. The Virginia Oil and Gas Company’s 
No. 1, McAdoo, is ehut in, a fifteen-million 
gasser. The a Oil Company is drilling No. 
1, Tager, 3-12-12. 

Down at Muskogee there is a slight revival 
again of drilling operations. M, 8S. Isherwood, 
an old-time Bradford and Pittsburgh operator, 
is putting down a test on the Linda Collins 
tract, 7-14-18. It is his first well in the West. 
The Nelson Oil Company has a venture on the 
downward course on the Roberts, 6-14-18. The 
Muskogee Oil Refinery Company is etill work- 
ing at its hopes on the Austin, 17-14-18. This 
is over_a mile southwest of the big well. 
Sheets Bros. & Huckleberry are drilling their 
No. 4 on the Siebold in 9-14-18. The Success 
Oil Company’s No. 2 on the Barnett, 8-14-18, 
is nearing completion. 

Cc. G. “Wood and N. W. Henry, of Iola, who 
have been prospecting for gas in the neighbor- 
hood of Colony, Kan., have made an important 
find. A well was brought in for them last 
week which has a daily production of four 
million cubic feet. It is on Deer Creek, three 
miles southeast of Colony, and is in line with 
the trend of the gas deposit for La Harpe. The 
sand was struck at a depth of 750 feet. Wood 
and Henry acquired their holdings near Colony 
by purchasing the interests of the Banner Con- 
solidated Oil and Gas Company. The Banner 
Company put down a test well in Anderson 
county. It found gas but had to abandon the 


well, cave-ins catching two different strings of 
tools and plugging the hole completely. Wood 
and Henry have spent considerable money in 
| acme and this is their first real good 


A test well found and one-half miles north- 
west of Manford, Okla., is in and reported a 
good well. It is located on the Butts farm 
and was drilled by the Pioneer Oil and Gas 
Company, composed of Tulsa oil men, among 
them Tom White, of the Oil Well Supply Com- 
pany. The eame was reached at 1,100 feet, and 
the oil is said to have flowed over the top of 
the derrick. It will be drilled deeper. Another 
well is being drilled by Texas people two miles 
north of Manford. 

The State Tax Commission will not disturb 
the plan of taxing oll and gas properties that 
has been followed in the producing counties 
within the last few years. The commission, 
consisting of Chairman 8S. T. Howe, Judge 
W. S. Glass and 8. C. Crummer, returned to 
Topeka from a visit to Montgomery, Allen 
and Chautauqua counties, where they saw the 
ae commissioners. They also were in other 
counties and generally made a pretty thorough 
ee of the whole oil and gas producing 
region. 

Robert Wrigley brought suit in district court 
to-day against the Great Northern Consolidated 
Oil and Gas Company to have a receiver ap- 
pointed. Mr. Wrigley alleges that he is one 
of the stockholders of the company and that 
it holds a lease on 105 acres of land in this 
county executed by A. Cochran and wife, and 
that it drilled several wells on the leasehold. 
He alleges that the company has since aban- 
doned the holdings. He asks the court to dis- 
solve the company and appoint a recefver to 
close up its affairs. 

Attorney-General West of Oklahoma has 
asked the Supreme Court of that State for a 
receiver for the natural gas line properties of 
Owen & Canary. Owen & Canary and as- 
sociates, of this city, own a pipe line from 
Oklahoma to Caney, through which they con- 
vey gas for lighting. heating and fuel. They 
have a contract with the Wichita Gas Com- 
pany for two million cubic feet a day. This 
line was laid by the consent and under the 
rules and regulations of the Interior Depart- 
ment. It was in operation before Oklahoma 
became a State. Just what excuse the Supreme 
Court can find for appointing a receiver is 
difficult at this dfktanee to see. The company 
does not owe a cent. The line was built under 
me law and is not in violation of any existing 
aw. 

The Supreme Court of the State of Kansas 
has handed down an important decision on 
contracts, or, rather, leases, of especial inter- 
est to ofl and gas operators. The court de- 
clared that while a corporation might have 
taken out a State charter to drill for gas, yet 
this fact did not necessarily bar it from han- 
drling an oil lease. The court held that if the 
corporation were given a charter to drill for 
oil there was nothing in that charter to forbid 
the corporation holding a gas iease, providing 
always that the directors of the corporation 
were willing parties thereto and that the lessee 
had acted in good faith at the time. The court 
held, in its decision, that any party seeking to 
set aside a lease on these technical grounds 
was a meddler, a disturber and was dabbling 
in matters which were none of his business, or 
words to that effect. The decision was more 
along the lines of equity than a strict inter- 
pretation of law and technicalities. This de- 
cision by the Kansas Supreme Court is rad- 
ical and far-reaching and will have an im- 
portant bearing on all lease contracts here- 
after in this State. The court boldly brushed 
aside the cobwebs of precedent and technical- 
itv and looked at the case from the viewpoint 
of a judge in a case of equity. 

The Cudahy Oil Company’s G. A. Stokes, 
No. 4, section 23-27-12, Cherokee, at 620 feet 
will make about twenty-five to thirty barrels; 
Hall No. 3, 36-27-12, about seventy-barrels; 
Pearl Keeler No. 2, section 1-26-12, thirty-five 
barrels, G. A. Stokes No. 6 is spudding. 
Joseph Ann Hall No. 4 is 150 feet deep, Joseph 
Ane Hall No. 5 is a rig, Nancy Fields No. 2, 
rig. 

One hole doesn’t condemn anything in the 
shallow sand pool. The uncertainty of the oll 
business is simply the more forcibly illustrated 
by it. Down in the Delaware pool there is a 
ten-acre plece of land in 32-27-16, on which 
there was a dry hole. ‘“‘But what is a dry 
hole?’’ argued Johnnie Howe, the former 
County Treasurer. He bought the lease and 
drilled a well just south of the duster. It 
came in a 400-barrel producer. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company’s No. 1 
well on the Miller tract, 32-27-16, Delaware, 
did 210 barrels the first twenty-four hours, one 
hundred barrels the second and is expected to 
make about a twenty-five-barrel well. It is 
a study how many good wells the Prairie got 
close to dusters, where it would have been just 
as easy to get failures. 

At Bronson, Bourbon county, Kansas, one 
well has been drilled in December—the Holm’s 
Refining Company's No. 7 on the M. Car! land. 
It is good for thirty-two barrels. PBF. 5 
Holeman is drilling his No. 7 on the P. New- 
ton. He has been having bad luck. The 
Guthrie Cement Company is figuring with oil 
producers in that pool to supply it with oil 


for fuel. This company is a substantial con- 
cern loctaed in northern Bourbon county. The 
present outlook is for little doing the coming 
month at Bronson, afd probably little more for 
rest of the winter. Prices are not encourag- 
ing to the producers.

Russian Petroleum Market. 


During the past week the market for crude 
petroleum and its products at Baku has re- 
mained firm with a slightly upward 
tendency, advances taking place in the quo- 
tations for residuals and kerosene. Crude 
petroleum for prompt delivery was quoted 
at 25% copecks per pood, which is the same 
price as last week. For forward delivery, 
however, the quotation fell % copeck per 
pood to 27% copecks per pood. Residuals, 
on the other hand, were quoted at 26 co- 
pecks per pood at Baku for prompt delivery, 
an increase of % copeck per pood. Kerosene 
for prompt delivery free on rail Baku ad- 
vanced during the week 1 copeck per pood 
to 35 copecks per pood free on rail Baku. 
For forward delivery the quotation was also 
35 copecks per pood free on rail Baku, rep- 
resenting an increase of 1 copeck per pood 
during the week. Kerosene f. 0. b. vessel 
on the Caspian Sea advanced % copeck per 
soem the quotation being 34% copecks per 
pood, 

Of the production for October (old style) 
the quantity obtained from fountains was 
258,000 poods only. The Saku Exchange 
Committee estimate the production for the 
first half of November (old style) at 
28,000,000 poods, which, if correct, would 
show a very large increase in the produc- 
tion, There is no change in the position at 
Baku, and no further troubles have broken 
out among the workmen, 

At Batoum the position is also unchanged, 
and up to the present no large increase has 
taken place in the stocks. The case oil fac- 
tory of Bnito is still closed, and the other 
factories have not yet increased their output.

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Preservation of Steel-framed Build- 
ings. 
BY JOHN H. MEANS, JR. 


It is not strange that while spending all 
the spare time and space in the old con- 
troversy, ‘‘Lead In Oil vs. Machine Pre- 
pared Paints,” on the subject of “Inert 
Extenders,”’ and on the well-meant, but 
harmful and foolish paint laws, proposed 
by men not familiar with the subject, a 
very important paint situation has de- 
veloped under the very nose of the paint 
trade without their finding time to even 
seriously think of it, if, indeed, they have 
seen it at all. 


I refer to the protection of the modern 
steel-stone, steel-cement and _ steel-brick 
building. Much attention has been given 
to the important problem of the pre- 
vention of oxidation of the steel (rusting.) 
More or less successful have been most 
of the later protective coatings, and main- 
ly through the slow elimination of some 
of the formerly accepted stondards, which 
I won't name just now, the practical 
paint chemist can produce a pretty fair 
paint for the purpose. So far, so good. 
Just how near to perfection the best of 
them come remains in doubt. I believe 
we are still very far from it. While al- 
most all the structural paints are to-day 
based on a linseed oil vehicle, there are 
influences which cannot be avoided to 
which that oil is fatally susceptible, 
slowly but surely, and the final structural 
paint will probably be made more after 
the nature of a varnish paint. 

The writer's experiments have shown 
the failure of an oil paint to be due far 
more to the presence of chlorine, com- 
bined and uncombined, than is suspected 
except by possibly a very few paint 
chemists. Until some way can be found 
to eliminate linseed oil or prevent its 
destruction by chlorine, the life of the 
structural as well as the house paint is 
limited to a very few years. The former 
naturally being shorter, because the ten- 
dency of the steel to oxidize is very 
strong, and in some paints will even take 
away part of the oxygen from the under 
surface of the paint film, leaving it ruined 
and inadhesive. Perhaps I had better not 
state this as more than an opinion, as 
the present knowledge of the exact chemi- 
cal changes, which takes place in a paint 
under exposure, is not certainly known 
by anyone. 

The architect has been taught that he 
must protect the frame of his building 
and he generally specifies three or more 
coats of our paint. But is that as far 
as he should go? 

Stone and cement are great carriers of 
moisture. Any printer knows that if he 
should leave a wooden-blocked ‘cut’? on 
the stone over night the block would warp 
from the moisture in the stone. It is 
absorbing and losing it all the time. And 
this is not the worst of it from the paint 
standpoint, for the moisture is charged 
with elements which are destructive to 
paint, and which through absorbed are 
not so readily given up, and accumulate 
to the detriment of the paint In a build- 
ing with a steel] frame. 

Structural steel itself, even when it 
appears perfectly dry, is full of moisture 
which can be brought to the surface 
easily with a little heat. Is it any wonder 
then, that it rusts? Now, in view of these 
things, why in the name of common sense 
shouldn’t we paint the outside of every 
steel-frame building, and by keeping out 
the constant dampness with its impuri- 
ties, add greatly to the life of the struc- 
ture. A good, well-adapted coating, fire- 
proof, with good filling and penetrating 
qualities, colored or colorless, should be 
and I think will be, eventually, on every 
steel-and-stone structure. 

In the interest of business now let the 
large paint manufacturers think this over 
and begin the education of the architects, 
and do a good deed for the building trade 
and the real estate owner, while adding 
to the paint business a new field, much 
larger than any other now open. 

The present steel-frame with its pro- 
tective coating is all right as long as the 
moisture and air, laden with chlorine and 
carbonic acid can be kept from it. To 
accomplish this end the sealing of the 
finished building, to all such influences 
seems to me a matter of extreme im- 
portance.

Saturday Noon, Dec. 28, 1907. 


The week has been uneventful in this 
department as far as new features or 
developments have been concerned, 
Business has been quiet, and trade, as 
a rule, has shown the usual indiffer- 
ence that exists during the holiday 
season. Inventories are being taken in 
many of the large houses, and this has 
also added to the prevailing dullness. 
With few exceptions, the principal 
chemicals have continued firm, and the 
market generally appears to be de- 
veloping a steadier tone. Small deal- 
ers who were caught with surplus 
stocks have disposed of the greater 
part of their holdings. Production has 
been reduced to keep pace with the 
consuming demand, and there have 
been comparatively few instances of 
placing goods in store to keep them 
from pressing the market. Taken in- 
dividually, oxalic acid has been sub- 
jected to irregularity, but later de- 
veloped a firmer tone. Arsenic has 
shown no further reduction than re- 
ported in the added note of our previ- 
ous issue. An improved demand has 
prevailed for blue vitriol for export 
account. Manufacturers have reduced 
the price of acetate of lime. A detailed 
market report of the principal chem- 
icals is indicated below. 

Heavy Chemicals, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Quiet 
conditions have prevailed during the 
past week. The holiday has _ inter- 
rupted the movement on regular con- 
tracts, and the general market has 
been dull and without feature or new 
development. Spot goods are available 
at 1.30c, for bulk, 1.50c. for kegs f. o. b. 
works, and the usual advance of .20c. 
all around delivered in this section, 
less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The spot 
demand as well as the movement on 
outstanding contracts has been of fair- 
ly steady proportions, and new goods 
have been so well distributed that 
available supplies have been kept com- 
paratively low. Prices are unchanged, 
and spot goods are available at 1.30c., 
with car lots quoted at 1.25c. and up 
for standard makes, according to seller 
and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market pre- 
sents a steady appearance under a 
fairly active consuming demand. Aside 
from the movement on old contracts, 
moderate quantities of spot goods have 
been taken both for export and do- 
mestic requirements. The demand from 
Colon, Havana and various’ other 
Southern ports have assumed quite ex- 
tensive proportions. Orders are con- 
summated on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. 
and .l0c. higher for 60 per cent. f. o. b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of sale. 
Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., as to 
test, quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The situation con- 
tinues without new feature or develop- 
ment. Contract shipments are supply- 
ing the wants of the largest consumers, 
and no additional sales of importance 
have been reported. Prices are un- 
changed at .40@.42c., according to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—The tone of the market 
continues steady, but there has been 
comparatively little animation to trad- 
ing. Spot sales for immediate require- 
ments have been made occasionally, but 
the principal movement has been re- 
stricted to contract deliveries. Goods 
are available on the basis of .70c. and 
up f. o. b., less the usual discount 
terms. Sales of concentrated have been 
made in a jobbing way on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Little can be said in the 
way of news regarding this commod- 
ity. Dealers appear satisfied with the 
general situation, and the movement 
on contracts continues, with no visible 
signs of relaxation. The spot demand 
shows improvement, especially for 
small lots for export account. The 
aggregate of small sales for Central 
and American ports has been very 
satisfactory. Sales are conducted on 
the basis of .90@.95c. for 48 per cent. 
f. o. b. works, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. High test is held at .77%@ 
.87%c., as to test, quantity and seller. 


Acids. 


ACETIC.—The market has been more 
or less unsettled, owing to the lower 
prices quoted for acetate of lime. There 
has been an absence of heavy trading, 
and consumers have restricted their 
purchases to such quantities as are 
needed for current wants. Goods are 
available at 2.50@8c., as to quantity and 
seller. 

MURIATIC.—The situation has as- 
sumed a more quiet attitude with the 
movement rather quiet, except for con- 
tract shipments. Recent inquiries have 
resulted in a few new orders for small 
lots, and the bulk of these have been 
shipped to Mexico. Values are un- 
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changed at 1.10c. and up, as to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—The demand has been fair- 
ly active for current requirements, both 
on domestic and foreign account, and 
the market remains firm at lately pre- 
vailing quotations. Contract deliveries 
have been taken fairly well and there 
has been an absence of pressure from 
surplus accumulations. Spot is avail- 
able at 4%c. and up, as to quantity and 
seller. 

OXALIC.—Unsettled conditions have 
prevailed in this market, irregularity 
early in the week being followed later 
by a steadier tone. Heavy arrivals and 
competition in the face of a fairly ac- 
tive consuming demand have created 
uncertainty as to the actual course of 
the market. Spot was available at 7@ 
7%4c. at the close, although a firm bid 
would probably be productive at a 
shade less. 

SULPHURIC.—The depression in the 
metal industries is finally influencing 
@& more quiet situation in this com- 
modity and, although no visible relax- 
ation is apparent in contract shipments, 
there is a falling off in new business 
and a disposition to buy only as cur- 
rent needs necessitates. Sales are con- 
summated on the basis of Ic. and up for 
66 degrees and $12 per ton and up for 
bulk 50 degrees, as to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

TARTARIC.—Arrivals of crude to 
manufacturers continue heavy, but the 
market shows no relaxation from its 
former strong tendency. The consum- 
ing demand has held remarkably well 
and business throughout the year has 
been very satisfactory both in volume 
and prices. Goods are available on the 
basis of 28%@29\c. for crystals and 29 
@29%c. for powdered, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is steady and un- 
changed on the basis of 234%@23%c. for 
crystals and 234%@24c, tor powdered, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

Miscellaneous, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The price of 
acetate of lime has declined. The re- 
duction amounted to 25c. for the gray 
and 20c. for the brown. The present 
quotations therefor are $2.25 and $2.30 
for the former, and $1.40 and $1.45 for 
the latter, according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. The reduction was 
caused by a falling off of demand dur- 
ing the past few months, as well as 
to the competition of European manu- 
facturers who reduced their prices. 
Several plants have already shut down, 
and we understand that others will be 
closed shortly after the first of the 
year, because of the falling off in the 
demand for charcoal from the manu- 
facturers of charcoal iron, the latter 
because of financial conditions are un- 
able to continue to run their plants. 

ALUM.—Conditions governing the 
market show no appreciable change 
and the same quotations are noted for 
all descriptions. Sales are conducted 
on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. for lump, 1.85 
@1.90c. for ground, and powdered at 3c. 
and upward, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA,.—Trade conditions 
are generally quiet, with contract de- 
liveries supplying the wants of the 
large consumers. There have been no 
new developments to add feature to the 
market or no price changes to occasion 
new interest. Orders dre placed on the 
basis of 4%c. for drums, 5%c. for car- 
boys in car lots and the usual advance 
for less quantities, as to package and 
terms of sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC.—The market has. been 
more or less nominal owing to the ab- 
sence of important trading. The wait- 
ing tactics assumed by the large con- 
sumers for so many weeks are still in 
evidence and purchases are only re- 
ported where current requirements 
necessitate replenishment. At the close 
spot was available at 5%c. with a pos- 
sibility of a shade lower being accept- 
able on a firm bid. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—AlIthough the local 
situation presents a rather tame ap- 
pearance, there is a fairly steady 
movement on export account, especially 
to Brazil and the Argentine Republic. 
Parcels aggregating 400 barrels and 750 
kegs have been ‘taken by these two 
countries in the past few days. Goods 
for prompt and forward for leading 
brands are quoted on the basis of 5%@ 
5%c., according to quantity. 

BRIMSTONE.—There has been an 
absence of news or important develop- 
ments in this market and the situa- 
tion remains practically the same as 
previously reported. Sales of moderate 
quantities are being freely taken while 
unsettled conditions are restricting 
heavy contract orders. Prices are un- 
changed on the basis of $19.50@20, ac- 
cording to point of delivery. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Con- 
sumers have been drawing freely on 
contracts and, although heavy imports 
have frequently replenished supplies, 
there is comparatively little stuff avail- 
able for prompt delivery. The tone of 
the general situation appears firmer, 
but prices show no change. Spot is 
quoted on the basis of 4@4%c. for 80-85 
per cent. calcined, 4%@5%c. for 96-98 
per cent. calcined and 4%@4%c. for 80- 
85 per cent. hydrated, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The market re- 
mains fairly active under a_ steady 
movement on contracts and a moderate 
demand for spot goods. No price 
changes have taken place and sales are 
still conducted on the basis of 4@6%c.,

The Christmas season finds many rigs idle 
in both the upper and lower Kentucky divi- 
sions, caused partly by the homegoing of 
drillers and tool dressers and partly by a cur- 
tailing of field work because of marketing con- 
ditions.

Jn the Clinton county field two rigs are 
tp. No completions have been made during the 
last week. 

In the Whitley county district of lower Ken- 
tucky ‘‘wildcatters’’ lost out on an initial ven- 
ture in the upper end, completing a dry hole 
at a depth of 1,800 feet. The drilling of this 
test of the deeper sands attracted much at- 
tention from those who thought the chances of 
developing a deep sand were good, and its 
completion in a dry state will be somewhat of 
a discouragement to those who have been 
contemplating further deep drilling. It is 
probable, however, that efforts in that direc- 
tion will not be entirely abandoned. Penn- 
sylvania operators drilled the dry hole in 
upper Whitley. They have extensive interests 
in the Pennsylvania, West Virginia and IIli- 
nois flelds, and are experienced operators, who 
will not be discouraged by the failure of the 
first test. Colonel J. J. Hoblitzell, who started 
the oil development industry in Illinois with his 
drilling around Casey, and who sold out his in- 
terests in that State for a reported price of 
half a million dollars, expended about $200,000 
in drilling in Knox county, adjoining Whitley. 
Colonel Hoblitzell, although he has disposed of 
his holdings in that county and in Whitley, 
still believes deep oil may be developed. 

In the upper Kentucky developments the 
week finds the situation more quiet than usual. 
Little is doing in the old fields, and there is 
no test work whatever. The only completion 
of the week was a ten-barreler, located in 
Wolfe county. There has been some activity 
lately in renovating and cleaning out old wells 
in the Irvine and Bath-Rowan pools. The 
Standard Oil Company, through its Kentucky 
branch, the New Domain Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, has lately tried out some new drilling in 
the Bath-Rowan field, but two failures have 
been registered thus far. 

News of fnterest to Kentucky oll operators is 
the statment that the Indian Refining Com- 
pany will establish another independent re- 
finery in this State. It is said that represen- 
tatives of the company are considering various 
sites, and by spring it is entirely probable that 
a new plant will be up in some section of the 
State. The company, which is the only. com- 
petitor of the Standard Oil Company in Ken- 
tucky, now has a large refining plant at 
Georgetown, Scott county, refining not only 
Kentucky crude oil, but bringing in crude from 
the Ohio and Illinois fields. Oil prices remain 
as formerly, the Indian Refining Company 
paying $1.03 for the better grade, and the. 
Standard Oil Company paying $1 and 75 cents, 
respectively, for the two grades. There seems 
no prospect of an advance.

No Check to Illinois Petroleum 
Operations. 

Marshall, IIll., Dec. 26, 1907. 

Operations in the Illinois petroleum field ts 
very active regardless of the holidays, and 
many good producing wells are the result of 
the work. The muddy season fs now at hand, 
and the drill will no doubt be stopped to a 
certain extent. Drilling for the balance of 
the winter will be confined to spots where lease- 
owners are compelled to drill to fulfill lease 
conditions, in the way of offsets, and new leases 
taken for a certain term. The trunk pipe line 
from the [Illinois field proper to Alton, on the 
Mississippi River, has been completed and oil 
has already been put through the line. This 
will give some relief to the field, to the extent 
of about 15,000 barrels a day, until the pres- 
ent completed tankage at the site of the mam- 
moth refinery is filled up. This refining plant 
will be one of the most complete, as every 
product taken from the crude will be finished 
there, and the plant will have a capacity of 
about 20,000 barrels a day, and it is an admira- 
ble location for a refining plant, being on 
navigable water and in the St. Louls shipping 
district, giving it one of the greatest railroad 
centers in the country to ship from, 

For the first three weeks of the month the 
total runs from the wells of Illinois were 
1,417,383 barrels, and the deliveries were but 
3,726 barrels, leaving a very large amount to 
go into storage. The week’s development work 
in the Illinois field was heavy, especially in 
Crawford county. There was a total in the en- 
tire field of 112 wells, with a production of 
10,293 barrels and only eight dry holes and 
gas wells, divided by counties as follows:— 
Crawford, 83 wells, 5 dry, 8,215 barrels; Clark, 
13 wells, 2 dry, 500 barrels; Lawrence, 12 
wells, 1,275 barrels, and Cumberland, 4 wells, 
1 dry hole and a new production of 103 barrels.

This indi- 
cates that the stocks in tanks were drawn upon 
in these two fields for a total of 465,545 bar- 
rels to meet the demand, which condition is 
very encouraging toward holding the price of 
the product where it is for the time being. 
The heavy drain upon stocks was from the 
Indiana end, the runs of that field being only 
184,478 barrels and the deliveries 684,624 bar- 
rels. In the northwestern Ohio end the runs 
from the wells were 422,423 barrels and the 
deliveries 387,822 barrels. 

The week’s development work in the two 
States shows 49 wells completed, 5 dry holes 
and a new production of 1,315 barrels, The 
northwestern Ohio end is credited with 29 
wells, 5 dry holes and a new production of 922 
barrels a day, distributed by counties as fol- 
lows:—Wood, 7 wells, 1 dry, 52 barrels; Han- 
cock, 1 well, 50 barrels; Auglaize, 1 dry hole; 
Sandusky, 7 wells, 66 barrels; Lucas, one well, 
30 barrels; Ottawa, 3 wells, 57 barrels; Allen, 
1_ well, 40 barrels; Wyandot, 3 wells, 2 dry,;

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The wildcatting venture which was 
started recently at Port Neches, Texas, 
is reported to have resulted in en- 
couraging indications of a paying well 
at 1,400 feet, stimulating drilling to a 
greater depth. Speculation is on the 
qui vive, and adjoining lots are held 
at a high premium. 


The Ohio Oil Company’s eight-inch 
pipe line from the Martinsville pump 
station to the Standdrd Oil Company’s 
big refinery under construction at 
Wood River, on the Mississippi River, 
near Alton, Ill., has been completed 
and shipments from the field have been 
moved. The system has a capacity of 
about 15,000 barrels a day. The con- 
struction of the refinery, which will oc- 
cupy 400 acres and be one of the most 
complete in the country, will do much 
toward solving the problem of caring 
for the enormous output of the field. 


Petersville, Butler county, Pa., which 
has become famous recently for the 
number of oil wells that have been 
sunk on lots throughout the town, was 
only saved from being wiped out by 
fire by the hard work of its citizens 
and the workmen employed at the 
wells. They stayed the progress of the 
blazing oil with wet blankets and 
steam. The fire started in an oil rig 
and three derricks and four tanks filled 
with petroleum were soon on fire. 
Streams of oil ran in many directions, 
and it was only by the use of blankets 
and steam quickly raised in the boilers 
that the fire was extinguished, and 
many residences, rigs and oil tanks 
saved.

Regulations for Drawback Duty 
on Bristles 


Washington, Dec, 20, 1907. 


The Treasury Department has prepared 
a comprehensive series of regulations for 
the aliowance of drawback of duty paid 
on imported bristles used in whole or in 
part in the manufacture of brushes in- 
tended for export. The regulations, which 
have been prepared upon the appiication 
of William A. Tottle & Co., of Baltimore, 
Md., provide as follows:— 

“On the exportation of brushes manufactured 
with the use wholly or in part of imported 
bristles a drawback will be allowed equal in 
amount to the duty paid on the imported ma- 
terial so used, less the legal deduction of 1 
per cent, 

“The preliminary entry must show the marks 
and numbers of the shipping packages and the 
groes and net weight of each package sep- 
arately and in the aggregate. 

“The drawback entry must show the total 
number of each kind of brush exported and the 
net weight of the imported bristles contained 
therein and consumed in the manufacture 
thereof, and, in addition to the usual aver- 
ments, that the merchandise was manufactured 
of materials and in the manner set forth in the 
manufacturer’s sworn statement on file at the 
port of exit. 

“In liquidation, the quantities of bristles 
which may be taken as the bases for the allow- 
ance of drawback may equal the quantities 
declared in the drawback entry, after the 
official verification of exported quantities and 
weights, provided that in no case shall they 
exceed the weight for each size and style of 
brush of the corresponding size and style 
specified in the tabulated statement forming a 
part of the manufacturer’s sworn statement, 
with an addition to the exported weights of 8 
per cent. in case of Chinese bristles and 12% 
per cent. In the case of German bristles to com- 
pensate for loss in manufacture, also that as 
many importations must be identified as may 
be necessary to properly account for the im- 
ported material used. 

“In case bruehes are manufactured for export 
of a size and style different from those de- 
scribed in the tabulated statement on file in 
your office, supplemental swurn tabulated state- 
ments may be filed setting forth the sizes and 
styles of the brushes to be exported and the 
weight of the imported material contained 
therein and usd in their manufacture."

Assay of Opium for Codeine. 


BY ALBERT ZIMMERMANN. 


For manufacturers of morphine the co- 
diene value of opium is an important 
factor, as this generally pays the manu- 
facturing cost of the morphine, with a 
small additional profit at times, depend- 
ing upon the percentage of codeine con- 
tained in the opium. It is, therefore, an 
advantage in the purchase of opium to 
know the proportion of codeine contained 
therein in addition to the morphine value. 

Codeine assays* have not generally been 
made for want of a reliable method, the 
separation of codeine from the opium in 
a pure condition being more or less com- 
plicated on account of the difficulty in 
separating the codeine from the other 
alkaloids contained in the opium. The fol- 
lowing method which I have devised, is 
based upon the ready solubility of co- 
deine in water as compared with the oth- 
er alkaloids found in opium, and is the 
result of extended application in controll- 
ing the yield of codeine in the manufac- 
turing process in connection with the 
morphine. 

For the method, carefully collect the 
fluids left from any morphine assay made 
in duplicate and representing 20 grammes 
of opium, the immiscible solvent and the 
aqueous fluid, including the washings

from the morphine precipitate. For con- 
venience I have adapted the method to be 
made in connection with the morphine 
assay, to use the residual fluids, yet the 
assay may at any time be made from the 
opium directly without taking the mor- 
phine into consideration, by extracting 
the opium completely with water, and 
concentrating to 8 cubic centimeters, 
which is mixed with lime as directed 
below. 

When the morphine assay is completed, 
all the immiscible solvent, usually ether, 
is collected separately and recovered by 
distillation, the residual fluid from the 
ether which consists of part of the alco- 
hol used in the assay with some water 
extracted by the ether and containing in 
solution a portion of the opium alkaloids, 
including the larger portion of the co- 
deine is mixed with the aqueous mix- 
ture consisting of the fluid from which 
the morphine was precipitated and the 
wash fluid from the precipitated morphine 
collected upon the filler, and slightly 
acidified with dilute sulphuric acid to 
make a perfect solution which should in- 
crease not less than 80 cubic centimeters, 
otherwise add sufficient water to make 
this volume. 

Five (5) grammes of dry slaked lime are 
rubbed to a smooth paste with water in 
a@ mortar and the above acidified solu- 
tion, or when making the assay direct 
from the opium without considering the 
morphine, the concentrates fluid of 80 
cubic centimeters are gradually added 
and mixed with the lime. The suspended 
precipitate must be pulverent, tHe excess 
of lime preventing its separation of a 
tarry consistency. If at any time it 
should not be pulverent a small quan- 
tity more of lime must be added to ab- 
sorb the tarry matter. The mixture is 
now filtered through a double filter about 
15 centimeters in diameter into a suction 
flask and drained by aid of a filter pump, 
the residue is carefully taken from the 
filter and triturated in a mortar with 40 
cubic centimeters of water, again trans- 
fered to the filter and drained by the 
filter pump. It is well to use a platinum 
cone if at hand to prevent the breaking 
of the filter point by the suction 
Mix the filtrate and washings and make 
neutral with dilute hydrochloric acid, then 
add 3 grammes precipitated phosphate of 
calcium and evaporate with frequent 
stirring upon steam bath to about 4 
cubic centimeters, after cooling add 40 
cubic centimeters of water, stir well and 
add slight excess of ammonia, filter and 
wash residue upon filter with 15 cubic 
centimeters of water. The filtrate and 
washings are mixed and should react 
distinctly alkaline by ammonia, then 
shaken with 3 portions of chloroform of 
10 cubic centimeters each. The chloro- 
form extractions are collected in an 8 
ounce beaker and mixed with 3 grammes 
precipitated phosphate of calcium and 
stired occasionally during the evapora- 
tion of the chloroform to perfectly sub- 
divide the resinous substance deposited, 
by mixing it with the phosphate of cal- 
cium to facilitate the extraction of the 
codeine later by warm water. The chloro- 
form should be evaporated at a tempera- 
ture below its boiling point, a higher tem- 
perature (water bath) causes sputtering 
and loss of material when the mixture 
begins to thicken, finally when it gets 
pulverent the heating may be continued 
upon a water bath and stirred until] free 
from chloroform, 

To the dry residue add © cubic centi- 
meters of warm water having a tempera- 
ture of about 70 deg. C. and heat the 
mixture upon the water bath for 15 min- 
utes, stirring and rubbing the sides and 
bottom of the beaker with a rubber tipped 
glass rod, to detach the adhering por- 
tions of the residue and intimately mix 
with the fluid. Cool the beaker with its 
contents by immersing in cold water, 
when cooled stir, add a few drops of am- 
monia water to make distinctly alkaline 
and the ammonia is slightly perceptible 
by its odor, then filter and wash the re- 
sidue upon the fiiter with 15 cubic cen- 
timeters of water. The clear fluid is then 
shaken with 3 portions of chloroform of 
10 cubic centimeters of chloroform. This 
will separate at times a very small quan- 
tity of insoluble inert opium alkaloids 
which remain suspended in the aqueous 
layer and the chloroform separate clear. 
If the latter should at any time contain 
any of this substance it can readily be 
separated by filtering through a small 
filter; this, however, is rarely necessary. 
Throughout the assay when the chloro- 
form is shaken with the different aqueous 
fluids it separates without delay or dif- 
ficulty. When working with the residual 
fluids from the morphine assay the sep- 


aration is somewhat quicker than when 
the assay is made from the opium di- 
rectly, it being somewhat retarded in 
the first chloroform extraction by the 
small quantity of morphine rendered in- 
soluble by the chloroform in the am- 
monial aqueous fluid. 

The chloroform extraction is finally 
evaporated in a beaker upon a water 
bath and heated until the residue is free 
from chloroform and all traces of am- 
monia. This is then dissolved in 10 cubic 
centimeters of N,/10 sulphuric or hydro- 
chloric acid and slightly warmed to facil- 
itate solution and the excess of acid 
titrated with N/10 potassa or soda, using 
litmus paper to show end reaction. Each 
cubic centimeter of the acid consumed by 
the residue represents 0.03148 grammes of 
codeine hydrated, and the result multi- 
plied by 5 to obtain the percentage of the 
codeine in the opium. These results may 
be verified gravimetrically by extracting 
the fluid obtained in the titration by 
chloroform after making alkaline with 
ammonia, using 3 portions of chloroform 
of 10 cubic centimeters each. The chloro- 
form is evaporated in a beaker and the 
residue obtained is dissolved in 30 cubic 
centimeters of acetone of U. ¥. 
strength and quality. The acetone solu- 
tion is made faintly acid by a dilution of 
concentrated sulphuric acid with acetone 
about one in twenty, freshly prepared 
each time for use and used without delay. 
The quantity of acid required can be ad- 
justed by calculating the amount of acid 
used in the titration, this will prevent the 
adding of an excess of the acid over what 
is required to neutralize the codeine to 
faint acid reaction. After standing 4 to 5 
hours in a well covered beaker the sul- 
phate of codeine is collected upon a tarred 
filter. Some of the precipitate adheres 
rather tirmly to the sides and bottom of 
the beaker and must be detached by aid 
of glass rod and spatula, and rinsed upon 
the filter by using 15 cubic centimeters of 
acetone which in addition washes the pre- 
cipitate already collected upon the filter 
free from the mother liquors. The filter 
is drained by filter pump and dried to 
constant weight at 60 deg. C. (140 deg. F.) 
and weighed as anhydrous codeine sul- 
phate containing 91.09 per cent. of co- 
deine calculated as hydrated aklaloid. 

Codeine sulphate is practically insoluble 
in acetone. The acetone retains the small 
quantity of extractive substance, which 
consists chiefly of the feeble bases con- 
tained in opium, when in combination 
with acids react with litmus as if the 
acid was uot combined. The precipitate 
of codeine sulphate separates from the 
acetone in a finely subdivided more or 
ae bulky form readily retained by the 

er. 

Gum opium varies considerably in its 
codeine contents, different kinds of 
Smyrna rarely containing more than % 
per cent. Salonica is richer, seldom 
yielding less than % per cent., more gen- 
erally between % and 1 per cent.; occa- 
sionally some specimens will be found to 
yield slightly more than 1 per cent. 
Dried opium, which is now extensively 
imported, gives higher codeine values in 
proportion to the loss in drying, which is 
about 1-5 the weight of the gum.

The Production of Denatured Alcohol. 


MONTHLY REPORT OF INTERNAL REVE- 
NUE DEPARTMENT MAKES GRATIFY- 
ING SHOWING—BILL INTRODUCED 
AT WASHINGTON TO GIVE 
BOUNTY ON MANUFACTURED 
INDUSTRIAL SPIRITS. 


Washington, December 24, 1907. 


The monthly report of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue upon the production of 
denatured alcohol and giving the figures 
for November makes a highly gratifying 
showing, the total output amounting to 
318,961.78 gallons, which slightly exceeds 
the production in October, which was the 
largest of any month since January, when 
a surplus stock was made up in advance 
to meet prospective requirements. The 
output of November includes 164,276.91 gal- 
lons of completely denatured and 154,684.87 
gallons of specially denatured spirits, It 
will be noted that the production of 
specially denatured alcohol nearly equals 
that which is completely denatured and 
serves as an indication of the great 
variety of uses to which this important 
product is now being put. 

The production for the first eleven 
months under the new law passed the 
three-million-gallon mark in November, 
the total on November 30 being 3,127,942.89 
gallons, or nearly 300,000 gallons per 
month. The production for the year will 
very closely approximate 3,500,000 gallons, 
which will surpass by half a million gal- 
lons the prediction made by the Commit- 
tee of Manufacturers when the law went 
into force. In examining these figures 
the fact should be borne in mind that 
they are expressed in terms of wine, or 
commercial, gallons, while the statistics 
for the first six months of the current 
calendar year, as given in the recently 
published annual report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, were ex- 
pressed in proof gallons. As denatured 
alcohol ranges in test from 150 degrees to 
188 degrees, with the exception of rum 
alcohol, which tests upwards of 150 de- 
grees, it follows that the output for the 
first eleven months expressed’ in terms of 
proof gallons would be approximately 
6,000,000 gallons, 

The statistics showing the origin of the 
November production are worthy of at- 
tention. Four internal revenue districts 
produced both completely and specially 
denatured alcohol, while one produced 
completely denatured only and the out- 
put of another was confined to specially 
denatured. The Third Massachusetts dis- 
trict produced 17,208.69 gallons of rum al- 
cohol specially denatured for a variety 
of uses. The First California district 
produced 7,542.04 gallons completely de- 
natured. The Fifth Illinois district again 
led the country with 144,445.59 gallons 
completely denatured and 130,199.53 gal- 
lons specially denatured. Omitting the 
production of rum alcohol in Massachu- 
setts, the Seventh Indiana district stood 
second with 8,913.38 gallons completely de- 
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natured and 942.01 gallons specially de- 
natured alcohol. The Sixth Indiana dis- 
trict came next with 3,274.44 gallons com- 
pletely denatured and 6,090.49 gallons spe- 
cially denatured. The First Wisconsin 
district, which has but recently begun 
the production of denatured alcohol, re- 
ported about 350 gallons, two-thirds of 
which were specially denatured.

On the eve of the Congressional recess 
a measure was introduced in Congress for 
the amendment of the free alcohol law 
along exceedingly radical lines, and al- 
though it will be strongly opposed, it 
cannot fail to attract considerable atten- 
tion. The bill referred to was presented 
in the House by Representative Cary, a 
new member from Wisconsin, who takes 
the position that the existing law is not 
sufficiently favorable to the farmer and 
that the federal government should en- 
courage the production of denatured 
spirits by paying a bounty. thereon 
amounting to 15 cents per gallon. Mr. 
Cary realizes that such a bounty would 
doubtless prove a heavy tax on the fed- 
eral treasury, and he therefore proposes 
to increase certain customs duties to 
make up any deficit that may occur. The 
text of Mr. Cary’s bill, which should be 
carefully examined by all who are in- 
terested in the development of the free 
alcohol policy, is in part as follows:— 


‘“‘That for a period of five years where any 
alcohol or rum distillery having a daily spirit 
producing capacity of not exceeding one hun- 
dred gallons of one hundred and eighty degrees 
proof, United States scale, and where the en- 
tire spirit product is for denaturing purposes 
only; and where the residual mash is fed to 
live stock on the premises from which the ma- 
terial from which the alcohol is obtained was 
grown, or to live stock on land within a five- 
mile radius of the same, there shall be given 
a bounty to each such distiller fulfilling these 
requirements of fifteen cents a gallon for each 
and every gallon of the required proof (not 
less than one hundred and eighty degrees 
United States gauge) of such spirits that he 
may distill. 

“Sec. 2. That for the period of five years 
following the first day of October after the 
passage of this act the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall set aside, and through the Collector 
of Internal Revenue or other officer provided by 
law, located in the revenue district where a 
distillery under the povisions of this act is in 
operation, pay to each such distiller conforming 
to the regulations formulated under this act, 
the amount due as computed according to sec- 
tion one of this act:—Provided, however, that 
no money shall be paid or become due until 
this alcohol has been gauged and denatured 
under such regulations as the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue may prescribe with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

“Sec. 3. That if the money required for the 
purposes of this act is not on hand or at the 
disposal of the Secretary of the Treasury, then 
he shall, through the proper officers of the 
customs service, after ninety days’ public no- 
tice, impose additional import duties on all 
foreign spirituous, vinous, and malt liquor, 
cordials, medicated and mineral waters until 
the sums so collected are sufficient to meet the 
requirements of this act, providing that in no 
case shall these additional duties be over twen- 
ty-five per centum more than they would be 
were this act not in existence, 

“Sec. 4. That if the import duties collected 
under the preceding section (section three) are 
insufficient to meet the demands created by this 
act, then the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
place additional duties on diamonds, silk fa- 
brics, jewelry, and such other finished products 
that are generally defined as luxuries, until 
he has raised the necessary funds to meet 
every requirement created under the provisions 
of this act:—Povided, however, that in no case 
shall he depart from the methods or limita- 
tions imposed by section three of this act. 

“Sec. 5. That on and after the approval of

this act, and for a period of three years there- 
after, the Secretary of the Treasury shall, 
upon presentation of the proper proofs and 
bonds under such regulations as he may cause 
to be issued, refund to the importer all duties, 
collected on distilling apparatus and dena- 
turants used for the purpose of producing de- 
natured alcohol exclusively, but no duties shall 
be refunded for importations made prior to the 
approval of this act.’’ 


Mr. Cary’s bill has been referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee, _ before 
which he will seek a hearing after the 
holiday recess. It can be stated on high 
authority that the measure will not have 
the suppurt of the interests that secured 
the passage of the original law; never- 
theless developments will be awaited with 
much interest. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has extended the use of Formula No. 9 
for the production of specially denatured 
alcohol, designed for the manufacture of 
rubber, to the manufacture of tannic 
acid. This formula includes 10 gallons 
of acetone and 2 gallons of petroleum 
naphtha to 100 gallons of grain spirits. 

The Commissioner has also authorized 


the use of Formula No. 5 in the manu- 
facture of photo prints. This formula in- 
cludes 65 pounds of sulphuric ether, three 
pounds of cadmium iodide and three 
pounds of ammonium iodide to 100 gallons 
of grain alcohol. 

The use of Formula No. 1 has also been 
authorized in the manufacture of colors 
for confectionery. This formula includes 
5 gallons of wood alcohol to 100 gallons 
of grain alcohol. Permission to use wood 
alcohol in this connection is based upon 
tests which have demonstrated that the 
methyl spirits are completely eliminated 
from the finished product.
